and the Mortality of . the Soul, with many other deeper Se- 
crets; then thoſe Texts of Scripture which you mention, doth 
or can bear; which Books that are written by us the Wit- 
neſſes of the Spirit, ſuch Devils as you are not worthy to 
look into. | | 

But to give Anfwer to the railing: Part of your Paper, 
which bath very. littlezelſe: in it, and if there be any Thing 
in the Queries worth the anſwering, which is not anſwered 
already in ſome of our Writings, I ſhall do it, not render- 
ing railing for railing, but I ſhall ſpeak what I certainly 
know concerning you two, and the Miniſtry of the Quakers, 
and all thoſe that believe them, which continue in that 
Faith, aſter they have heard of this Commiſſion of the Spi- 
tit.

they were Serpents, yea Devils, and the Devil was their Father; 


ſo can I ſay by you Quakers, and many Thoufands more as

of Chriſt ; and whoever is Partaker of the Seed Adam, may 
be ſaid to have the Spirit of Chriſt in them, and their Spirits

2. Anſwer, As to the Slander and Lies you ſpeak of, I ſhall 
let them paſs, for ] have ſpake enough of them before; but 
as for that Saying of mine aforeſaid, That the People called 
Duakers are the worſt of all, and the moſt curſedſt of all in Point 
of Dotirine, that is as pure a Truth as ever was ſpoken with 
Tongue, neither do you know the Doctrine of Chriſt, neither 
can you do his Will. | | | 
How can you know the Doctrine of Chriſt ? When as your 
| Chriſt hath never a Body, for you have got your Chriſt all 

within you, as I ſhall make more appear hereafter. | 


And as for my wandering up and down to make Sedts,. 


it is thoſe of the Quakers that wander up and down, As 
thoſe that went to New-England, and Fohn Parrot unto Rome, 
to get the Pope and his Biſhops to be Diſciples of Chriſt, and 
there to be puniſhed in his Body, and when he came Home 
again to be damned to Eternity by me for his Pains, becauſe 
he went by the Light within him, and was not ſent by Voice 


of God without him. Therefore eternal Damnation will be 


his Reward, for going without a Commiſſion from God, and 
ſo will all the Miniſters of the Quakers, and all other Mi- 
niſters too, for going Embaſſadors for Chriſt, when as he 
ſent them not. | 


Though they preach from the Letter of the Scriptures, or 


from a Light within them, though the Devils be caſt out,

Indeed there are too many Meſſengers and Miniſters of 
Chriſt to be true, for indeed the World can hardly bear with one 
true Meſſenger at a Time, this I can truly ſpeak by Experience, 
becauſe I am the laſt Man that God will give a Commiſſion 
unto, until Time be no more: Yet never was there any Pro- 
Phet, or Apoſtle, or Meſſenger of Chriſt, but they have tra- 
velled up and down more than ever I did, almoſt theſe eleven 
Years, ſo that I have not travelled up and down as the Quakers 
have, for to get either Wiſe or Fools to believe me: Yet this 
Commiſſion hath gone through more Parts of the World than 
any Quakers ever did; but that is a Thing I do not much 
matter. | 
You Quakers ſay that my Mouth is full of Curſing, and 
that I ſhall reap of the ſame: Likewiſe you ſay that I am out 
of Chriſt's and the Apoſtles Doctrine, that ſaid, Bleſs and curſe 
not, with many other Sayings, which will be too tedious for 
me to write, 2 1 
As for my Mouth being full of Curſing, that is my Com- 
| miſſion neither do I curſe any but Devils which are appointed 
for it of God, and there is never a one that I have curſed that 
| ſhall eſcape that Curſe which I have denounced upon them, 
neither will any God deliver them from it; for 1 do curſe 
none but the Seed of the Serpent, who had his Curſe denounced 
upon him and his Seed at the Beginning by God himſelf.” 
Nov, in this laſt Age, God hath given me Power, and Diſ- 
cerning, to determine and give Judgment upon Men and Wo- 
men, according as I do diſcern by their Words, and I thereby

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I give Judgment upon them; for] do go by as certain a Rule 


as the Judges of the Land do, when they give true Judgment 
according to the Law, For God hath ordained me the chief 
Judge in the World at this Day, to give Sentence upon Men 
and Women's ſpiritual and eternal Eſtate, what will become 
of them after Death. | | 

Full of this Curſing I confeſs my Mouth is, and I do rejoice 
in it too. I know that God is well pleaſed in the Damnation 
of thoſe that I have curſed, and I am wonderous well ſatisfied 


in giving Judgment upon them, according to the Tenor of 


my Commiſſion : And this is that which you call ſwelling 


Words. | 

You would have called the Prophet Eliab's Words ſong 
Words, if you had been of thoſe four hundred Prieſts of Baal, 
which he commanded to be ſlain by the Power of his Word 
which Power of the Commiſſion of the Spirit, is of a more 
high Nature than that of Eliab's was; for his was but the 
Sentence of Death natural, but this is the Sentence of Death 
eternal; but becauſe it is not immediately executed as his was, 
you think that there is nothing in it ; but it will be found ſud- 
denly enough both to you, and to many that are entred into 
the ſecond Death already: For there is no Time to the Dead:; 
but after Death tq Judgment, which Judgment they have in 
themſelves, which is the Remembrance of that Sentence, that 
we who are Witneſſes of the Spirit, did paſs upon them in this 
Life, for they ſhall never ſee any other God or Judge, but 
that Sentence that we have paſſed upon them, 

You are much miſtaken, if you think to deal with a Pro- 
phet that hath a Commiſſion from God, as you deal with the 


Prieſts of the Nation: Becauſe you Quakers have baffled the 
Prieſts of the Nation by that Light within you, becauſe you 


are fallen to a more preciſe Exactneſs of Life than they,

others, with Hundreds of all Seas beſides. which ſhall not 


eſcape what hath been declared by us the Witneſſes of the 

Spirit, | + 
As for that Saying which you quote out of Chriſt's Words 

to his Diſciples before they had their Commiſſion, where he 


ſaid unto them, Bleſs, and curſe not, that concerns not me, nor 


any other Man in the World at this Day. Peter and the reſt 
of the Apoſtles had Power both to bleſs and curſe after they 
had received their Commiſſion, which was after Chriſt's Aſ- 
cenſion, as you may read in the ſecond of the Ads, then was 
that Saying of Chriſt fulfilled, which he had ſaid unto Peter, 
T have given thee the Keys of Heaven and of Hell, that what 
thou bindeſt upon Earth ſhall be bound in Heaven, and what thou 


uooſeſt on Earth ſhall be looſed in Heaven. Or thus: What Sins 


thou remitteſt ſhall be remitted, and whoſe Sins thou retains ſpall 
be. retained : That is, Thou ſhalt have Power to give · Sen- 
rence of Bleſſedneſs to thoſe that believe thee, and Sentence 
of Curſedneſs to thoſe that deſpiſe thy Declaration. 

This was the Remitting of Sins, and the Retaining of them; 
ſo that Peter and the reſt of the Apoſtles were not tyed, after 
they had received their Commiſſion, to thoſe Words of Chriſt 
which he ſpake unto them when they were private Believers. 
Neither am I tyed to thoſe Words of Chriſt which he ſpake 


8 unto his Diſciples at that Time; for he hath given me Power 


and Authority to be Judge of the Scriptures, he hath given 
me Underſtanding of his Mind in the Scriptures above ah 
Men in the World at this Day; nay, if I ſhonld ſay than 
all the Men ſince the Beginning of the World, I ſhould not 


lie : For I being the choſen Witneſs of the Spirit, and the 


laſt Man that ſhall ever ſpeak to this bloody, unbelieving 
World, by Commiſſion from God; for he will never chuſe 
any more after me ſo long as the World endureth. 

Neither doth any Man know the Scriptures, neither can 


any Man interpret the Scriptures truly but myſelf ; for —

hath given the Scriptures into my Hands, even as he gave the 


Prieſt's Office into the Hands of Aaron: None ought to offi- 
ciate the Office of the Prieſthood but Aaron, and thoſe that 
were appointed by Moſes and him : So it is now, none ought 
to officiate the Office of a Miniſter, Meſſenger, or Embaſ- 
ſador of Chriſt, but thoſe that are approved of by Jobn Reeve 
and myſelf; For by reading the Letter of the Scriptures, 
or the Light within a Man, is not ſufficient to make a Man a 
Miniſter, Meſſenger, Embaſſador of Chriſt ; therefore thoſe 
Words which Chriſt ſaid to his Diſciples, Bleſs, and curſe not, 
is nothing to me; for he hath given me Power ſince 
that to the contrary. + 

He hath put the two-edged Sword of his Spirit into my 
Mouth, that whoſoe ver J pronounce curſed through my 
Mouth, is curſed to Eternity: And my Power is as great, 
and rather greater, than the Apoſtles was that you ſpeak of, 
which is called a curſed Child. The Apoſtles Curſe was but 
a weak Curſe to that Power which God hath given to me : For 
the Apoſtle ſaith, If an Angel from Heaven ſhould preach any 
other Doctrine than what he and the reſt of the Apoſtles had 
taught, let him be accurſed. I do not only ſay, let him be ac- 
curſed; but if an Angel from Heaven ſhould come and ſay I 
have ſpoken falſe, or lied in the Doctrine that we have declared, 


and in thoſe Things which I have ſaid concerning the Quakers, . 


I have Power not only to ſay let him be curſed, but to curſe 
Angel or Man to Eternity. 2 8 
As for your Judgment from the Letter of the Scriptures, or 
from the Light within you, it is not worth a Straw ; but the 
Curſe that I pronounce upon Men and Wamen, it is not from 
the Light of the Scriptures, nor from the Eight within me, 
but from the Power and Authority of a Commiſſion received 
from a God without me, which ſpake by Voice of Words to 
the hearing of the Ear; and this is that Curſe that ſhall remain, 


and be remembred, by all thoſe Quakers and others that are 


under it, both in this Life and to Eternity. 


3. Thirdly, I did ſay truly in that I ſaid you deny both the 
Father and the Son to be a Perſon in the Form of a Man; and 
| that you deny the ſame Fleſh and Bone of Jeſus which ſut- 


tered 
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fered Death, was laid in the Grave, which roſe again, which 


was ſcen aiterwards by his Apoſtles and others, which a ſcend- 
ed up into Heaven in that the ſame Fleſh and Bone that he 
{uffered Death in. | 


In your Anſwer to this above-mentioned, you charge me to 


mention the Man, and the Place of his Abode, that denied this, 
and is a Quaker, | | 

There are ſome other Words in this Letter of yours that is 
to be minded, and it is this, where you ſay Chriſt Jeſus is the 
expreſs Image and Subſtance of the Father's Perjon, and you own 


the Holy Ghoſt, and you own the Father, and know them : And 


as touching Chriſt's Fleſh, you are Bone of his Bone, and Fleſb 


ef bis Fleſh, and you have the Mind of Chrift, and ſo you call 


me a Liar, and ſay, let my Mouth be ſtopt. 


Anſw. This ſame is riddle me, riddle me, what's this? 
What a fine Diſtinction have you given of the Trinity, and 


what ſolid Arguments do you think that you have given to 


prove me a Liar in what I have ſaid? 
Firſt, according to your Charge, I ſhall tell you both the 


Place, and ſome of the Perſons which did deny this. The Place 


where this was denied was in Eaftcheap, at a Butcher's Houſe : 
The Perſons who did deny thofe Things aforeſaid, one was 
the Butcher himfelf, I think his Name was Richard Whitpan, 


or ſuch a like Name, the Quakers Downfal doth name it 


right: Another of them was Fox the younger, which is now 


both dead and damned to Eternity: Another of them was 


Jobn Harwood ;, as for the other two, I do not remember their 
Names, but one of them was a great lubberly Fellow, perhaps 


vou may know him better than I; theſe five did all of them 


deny that the Fleſh and Bone, or Body of Chriſt wherein he ſuf- 
fered Death, which ſame Body is now living which they did 
deny; for which the juſt Sentence of Condemnation is paſſed 
upon them, as is publick in the Quakers Dotunfal. 

Nay, it was not only theſe five Quakers that did deny theſe 


Things aforeſaid, but all the Quakers that ever I talked with, 
both Men and Women, have done the fame. And I know, 
that if I ſhould but diſcourſe with you, I ſhould find. you 
do do the like; for it doth not ſtand with a right Quaker's 


Principle, 
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Principle, to believe that the ſame Fleſh and Bone of Chriſt 
which ſuffered Death, was laid in the Grave, roſe again, and 
is now living in Heaven in that the ſame Body, neither can 
that Body be in Heaven without the Soul or Spirit ; for where 
his Body is, there is his Spirit alſo; for they both lived to- 
gether, they both ſuffered Death together, they both roſe 
again together, and are both in Heaven together; if ſo, how 
is it poſſible that the Quakers ſhould get Chriſt within them? 
For if Chriſt be a diſtinct Perſon of himſelf, of Subſtance, 
Fleſh and Bone, though a ſpiritual Body now in Heaven, how 
comes Chriſt to get his ſpiritual Body into every Quaker's 
Body, and every Man's Body elſe ? For the Scripture faith, 
that the Heavens ſhall contain kim until the Reſtitution of all 
' Things, meaning that Body of Fleſh and Bone: So that the 
Perſon of Chriſt, or his Eſſ-nce, cannot be in this World ar 
all, much leſs in the Quakers Bodies; nay, he is not in mine, 
though he hath choſen me to be his Meſſenger, to declare what 
he is in his Form and Nature, as hath been abundantly de- 
clared in our Writings. | | 
Therefore do not you ſay that is a Slander and a Lie for me 
to ſay, that you are ine very abſolute Spirit of Antichriſt, that 
doth deny both the Father and the Son; for though you talk 
of a Chriſt, and of his being the expreſs Image of his Father's 
Perſon, and of a Holy Ghoſt, becauſe you read of ſuch_Things 
in Scripture, which were other Mens Words, ſo you reading 
of them, have jumbled the Father, Son and Holy Ghoſt to- 
- gether, and fo inſtead of one Perſon, you have gotten three 
Perſons, and yet never a Perſon. For I am ſure when I 
talk'd with Fobn Perrot about God, he could find never a 
Perſon, but an infinite Spirit without a Body or Perſon at all. 
All the Quakers that ever I have had to do withal (which 
have been a great many) I could never find any Quaker to 
own God to be a Perſon in the Form of a Man, but an infinite 
Spirit, that blls Heaven and Earth, and all Piaces, and all 
Things, and ſo doth the Pope and all others Opinions that 
are, which doth ſhew the Darkneſs of the Quakers, and the 
Pope, and all others: For if God be a Perſon in the Form of a 
Man, as I am ſure he is (for I do acknowledge no other God 
but the Man Chriſt Jeſus, who is a diſtin Body of Fleſh de 
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Bone of his own) how then can he fill Heaven and Earth 
with his Preſence; and get into the Quakers Bodies, and all 
other Peoples Botlies- too, and yet he is in Heaven, above the 
Stars, which Heaven muſt retain him until the laſt Day? 

From this Body of Chriſt, which is the only God, have I 
Power over all other Gods, or infinite Spirits whatſoever. I 

could ſhew in what Senſe it may be ſaid that God fills Heaven 
and Earth; but it would be too large to unfold ; beſides, it 
is declared already in our Writings, . 

There is one blaſphemous Saying of yours, through your 
Ignorance of the Scriptures, in this Letter of yours. You 
ſay, that you do own Chriſt, according to the Fleſh, he was 
of Abrabam ; which is Blaſphemy to ſay, it being quite con- 
trary to the Scriptures z for thoſe Jews that perſecuted Chriſt 
were, according to the Fleſh, the Children of Abraham ; and 
therefore it was they ſaid, Ve have Abraham for our Father, 

and never were in Bondage to any: For indeed, all thoſe that 

are the Children of Abraham, according to the Fleſh, are the 
Children of the Devil, or of the Serpent; but all thoſe that 
are the Children of Jaac, or the Children of the Promiſe, 
which is the Seed of Faith, which are the Children of Abra- 
ham, according to the Spirit, and ſo according to the Faith of 
Abraham, of which Chriſt came; and ſo the Seed of Faith 
may ſay truly, they are Bone of his Bone, and Fleſh of his 
Fleſh 3 becauſe the Seed or Spirit of Faith, which Abraham, 
the Father of the Faithful, had in him, liveth in our Fleſh 
and Bone, and we may be ſaid indeed to be Bone of his Bone, 
and Fleſh of his Fleſh, and ſo called his Brethren, becauſe we 
are born, not of the Will of Man, nor of the Fleſh z but of 
Water, and of the Spirit; which Spirit doth lie ſecretly hid in 
the Water, 'is the Motions of Peace,. that doth ariſe from the 
Seed which is called the Spirit. | | 

But, on the contrary, the Quakers Chriſt is according to the 
Fleſh of Abraham ; and ſo indeed, they are Bone of his Bone, 
and Fleſh of his Fleſh ; for indeed, they know no other 
Chriſt, - but according to the Fleſh, that is, according to the 
Seed of Reaſon: For in Scripture, the Seed of Reaſon is 
called the Fleſh, from whence the Mations of Sin doth ariſe, 
which are called the Motions of the Fleſh ; which . cath

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largely unfolded in The Interpretation of the 11th Chapter of 
the Revelations : For the Scripture taketh no Notice of the 
outward bodily Fleſh,. but as the two Seeds doth operate and 
work in Man, Reaſon 1s called the Fleſh, and Faith is called 
the Spirit; wherefore it is ſaid, Let Chriſt dwell in your Hearts 
by Faith, And ſo, every one that doth truly believe in that 
Fleſh and Bone of Chriſt, to be now living, doth eat his 
Fleſh ; and ſo Chriſt dwells in his Heart by Faith, and not in 
his Perſon and Eſſence, as the Quakers do vainly imagine. 

For they make no Diſtinction between the Perſon and 
Eſſence of Chriſt, and the Light of Chriſt ; which Light of 
Chriſt is one Thing, and his Perſon another, as the Body of 
the Sun is one Thing, and the Light that ſhines from it is 
another; and fo, according to the Fleſh, that is, according 
to the Seed of Reaſon, the Quakers are Bone of his Bone, 
and Fleſh of his Fleſh ; and they being the Children of Ara- 
ham, according to the Fleſh, as their imaginary Chriſt- is; 
for all Abraham's Children, according to the Fleſh, are th 
Children. of Cain, who is the Father of. moſt Part of the 
Quakers and in this Senſe, they may ſay that they have the 
Mind of Chriſt in them. 


4. You ſay, I write, if you ſhould own Chriſt to be a Per- 
ſon, then that Light of Chriſt you ſo much talk of, would 
vaniſh like Smoak, and come to nothing. . 


In your Anſwer to this, you upbraid me with my Igno- 
rance and Darkneſs, as not knowing Chriſt, nor the Holy 
Ghoſt, nor the Father, nor Chriſt's, nor the Apoſtles Doc- 
trine ; and for which Purpoſe, you quote Solomon's Writings, 
which is no Scripture, with ſome Scriptures, to ſhew my 
Ignorance, and that my Doctrine ſhould fly away like Smoke, 
as I ſaid by yours, with many more Sayings, that would be 


too tedious to write, 


Anſcwer. If I were as ignorant, and as dark in the Know- 
ledge of Chriſt, and of the Holy Ghoſt, and of the Father, 
and of the Apoſtles Doctrine, as you are, it would be no 
Matter if my Tongue ſhould cleave to the Roof of my 

„ od Mouth; 
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Mouth; for your Tgnorance and Darkneſs is plainly diſcover- 
ed, in that you quote Solomon to prove your Scripture, Light, 
and Knowledge of Chriſt ; that which is no Scripture no more 
than the Apocrypha is; but I perceive it is as good Scripture 
to you as any; for you are but like a Parrot, that ſpeaks 
other Mens Words, for it is Nothing to you what Chriſt or 
the Apoſtles ſaid at that Time.” N 

You ought to have heard what the Commiſſion of the Spirit 
faith now, in theſe laſt Days; for none can interpret Scripture 
truly but myſelf, neither doth any Man in the World truly 
know Chriſt, nor the Father, nor the Holy Ghoſt, but myſelf, 
and thoſe that believe in this Commiſſion of the Spirit; for 
it is not with me as it is with you; for you are to be judged 
by the Letter of the Scriptures, but God hath made me the 
Judge of Scriptures, and of you alſo, | 
For my Commiſſion and the Doctrine of it is as true as the 
Prophets and Apoſtles Commiſſions were in their Time; nay, 
it is of a more higher Nature than theirs were: For we the 
Witneſſes of the Spirit do know more than Moſes, the Pro- 
_ or Apoſtles did, Things of more higher Concernment,

_ If fo, how ſhould you Quakers come to underſtand any

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Can your Light within you make theſe three you ſpeak of, 
Chriſt, the Father, and the Holy Ghoſt, to be but one Per- 
ſon, and particular Body of Fleſh and Bone in the Form of a 
Man?

Your Anſwer to this Sentence of mine is ſomething, large, 
but moſt of it railing, and rehearſing. the ſame Words as 
were ſpoken before; for you make a great deal of do about 
knowing the Father, and the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, and 
keep a Stir about Chriſt's being the expreſs Image of the Fa- 
ther's Perſon, and. yet all this while you cannot find out any 
Perſon of God at all; only you have gotten Paul's Words, and 
run away with them, as a Dog doth with a Bone ; for the Let- 
ter of the Scriptures is caſt down as a Bone by the Prophets, 
Apoſtles, and Chriſt himſelf ; for how would Quakers have 
done to*have found out theſe Words, That Chriſt is the expreſs 
Image of the Father's Perſon, if Paul had not ſaid ſo?

Certainly if you had known them yourſelves, you would 
not have propounded them to me to anſwer 3; neither is it 
the Property of him that hath true Knowledge in him to 
op Queſtions to another, which -he cannot anſwer himſelf. 
tis a Thing I never did to any ſince I came to know the 
Truth, I never did propound any Queſtion to any Man that 
I could not anſwer myſelf ; though I have been aſked many 
Queſtions by ſeveral Sorts of People, yet never any went 
empty away without an Anſwer z ſome ſatisfied, and ſome 
unſatisfied, becauſe they could not queſtion any further; 
nay, there hath not been that Queſtion that could ariſe out 
of the Heart of Man, let it be . what it would, concerning 


ſpiritual Things, with Relation to God, Devil, Heayen, Hell, 
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or any other ſpiritual Thing, but I have given Anſwer to it, 

Nay, ſome have gone ſo far as to aſk who made God, and 1 

have given Anſwer to that alſo, 

Nothing hath been too hard for me in ſpiritual Things, if 
it hath been propounded in Enghſb Words. 7 When I ſay ſpi- 
ritual Things, I ſpeak with Relation to the Knowledge of the 
true God, his Form and Nature before he became Fleſh, and 
what he is now in himſelf, and what the right Devil was 

. before he became Fleſh, and what he is now in himſelf, 
and how Heaven and Hell doth depend upon theſe two, 
with the Knowledge of the Perſons, and Nature of the 
Angels, and the Mortality of the Soul.

tings afore- mentioned; for there is very few of your Queries 
that are not anſwered in one Kind or another. But I know 
ou Quakers do not regard looking into any other Writings 
but your own; therefore I ſhall not perſuade you unto it, but 
let you remain in your own conceited Light of Chriſt within 
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l But you will find it to be the greateſt Darkneſs of all the ſe- 
ven Churches, becauſe it is the very Spirit of Antichriſt, or the 
Devil transformed into an Angel of Light; that is, it carrieth 
the pureſt Shew of Holineſs of Life, and ſuffereth more than 
any other doth for his Religion, and yet the moſt curſedſt of 
all in Point of Doctrine; for they are the greateſt Fighters 
againſt God's being a Perſon, by that Light within them, of 
any.

3. That under-Pretence of a Commiſſion from the Spirit, 
thou preſumes in thy Imagination to be ſingular in Doctrine, 
Knowledge, Judgment, and Power above all Men, either Pro- 
phets or Apoſtles, ſince the Beginning of the World, or that 
ever ſhall be hereafter whilſt the World doth endure. 

4. That under Pretence of a Commiſſion of the Spirit, thou 
preſumes to exclude all true Witneſſes of the Spirit, and alſo 
all true Miniſters, Meſſengers, and Embaſſadors of Chriſt, from 
the Work of the Miniſtry, both now in this Age, and whilſt 
the World doth endure, to the End and Intent thou mayeſt 
ſet up thyſelf alone in their Places and Stead, becauſe thou pre- 
ſumptuouſly ſayeſt, That God hath made thee the Judge of 
the. Scriptures, 'and hath given thee Underſtanding of his 
Mind in the Scriptures above all Men in the World, or 
above all Men ſince the World began. That no Man doth 
know the Scriptures but thyſelf. That no Man can truly in- 
terpret Scriptures but thyſelf. That God hath given the Scrip- 
tures into thy Hand, as he gave the Prieſt's Office wm = 
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Hands of Aaron. That no Man ought to officiate the Office 
of a Miniſter, Meſſenger, or Embaſſador of Chriſt, but thoſe 
that are appointed by Jobn Reeve and thyſelf. That thou 
knows more than Moſes, the Prophets, or Apoſtles did. That 
thy Doctrine and the Commiſſion of it, is as true, and of a 
higher Nature, than the Prophets and Apoſtles was in 
their Time. That thy Commiſſion, and the Doctrine 
of it, is of a higher Nature than that of the Prophet Elijab's 
was, when he commanded four hundred Prieſts of Baal 
to be ſlain, by the Power of his Word. That thou art the 
laſt Witneſs that ever ſhall ſpeak by Commiſſion from God. 
And that God will never chul⸗ any more after thee, whilſt 
the World endureth. All which are thy Errors and Lies, which 
are by me denied, and againſt teſtified, i uy 
5. That (under Pretence of thy Commiſſion) thou haſt 
brought forth a Doctrine contrary to Truth, and that the ſame 
Doctrine ought not to be entertained or received by Dorothy 
Carter, nor none upon the Earth, becauſe thou ſayeſt thou art 
the laſt Witneſs and Prophet that ever ſhall ſpeak by Com- 
miſſion from God; and there is no eternal Life to be had, but 
in the Faith of thy Doctrine, beeauſe thou ſayeſt there is no 
eternal Life to be had but in the Faith of the Doctrine of a 
Prophet, who hath a Commiſſion from God. And there neither 
is, nor ſhall be any ſuch Prophet (thou ſayeſt) but thyſelf, 
whilſt the World endureth. And alſo ſayeſt, That neither 
Dorothy Carter, nor no Man upon the Earth can, or ought to 
judge of thy Doctrine, becauſe thou ſayeſt that neither ſhe, 
nor no Man upon the Earth can, or ought to judge of the 
Doctrine of a Prophet who hath a Commiſſion from God: And 
ſayeſt, there neither is, nor ſhall be any ſuch Prophet but thy - 
ſelf, as aforeſaid.

Theſ. v. 21. And try the Spirits whether they be of God, becauſe 
many falſe Prophets are gone out into the World, 1 John iv. 1. 
And how can Doctrines be proved, and Spirits be tryed, if none 
be capable to judge thereof, who are to receive? By this it

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is apparent, that thou art unwilling to have thy Doctrine proved, 
and Spirit tryed, leſt, upon Tryal and Proof, thou be found out 
to be a falſe Prephet, which thou art, as is apparent enough. 
6. That there is no eternal Life to be had but in the Faith 
of thy Doctrine, and that none upon the Earth can or ought 
to receive the ſame, becauſe thou haſt excluded them all off

And becauſe God hath ordained Chriſt Jeſus to be Judge of 
all Men, and hath given them Aſſurance of the ſame, in that

I ſhall give Anſwer to your Letter; for I never do give anſwer 
in Writing to any one that is under the Sentence of this Com- 
miſſion, for he is but as a condemned Man; neither is it the 
Practice of any earthly Judge, after he hath condemned a Man 


to die, for to treat any more with him that is ſo condemned, 


neither can that Man get the Judge to revoke it; but perhaps 
a Man fo condemned by the Law may make Suit to the King, 


which is above Law, and ſo may get his Pardon, but that is 


ſeldom known, But it is not ſo with thoſe that are condemned 
by the Commiſſion of the Spirit, becauſe no condemned 
Perſon can make his Appeal unto God, the King of Heaven,.

ſelf as Judge, Accuſer and Witneſs, to condemn at my Will

cuſer, and Witneſs, to judge and condemn antichriſtian Spirits, 
that doth deny God to be a diſtinct Perſon of himſelf of Fleſh 
and Bone, and all blaſphemous Spirits which ſinneth againſt 
the Holy Ghoſt. Theſe two Things there is more of the 
Quakers doth commit, than any other Sects whatſoever, there- 
fore there is great Need that God ſhould make ſome mortal 
Man Judge of theſe conceited, ſtubborn-hearted People, called 
Quakers ; neither are thoſe People the Beloved, Bleſſed, and 
Juſtified of God, but the moſt Curſedſt of God of all other 
Sects; neither doth any other Sed fight againſt Gods's being in 
the Form of a Man, as they do; for they have got Chrilt 
within them, but doth abhor that he ſhould have Fleſh and 
Bone of his own without them: And by this Chriſt, which is 
Fleſh and Bone, glorified without me, am I made Judge of 
= ; ; : ET if ens 
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Mens ſpiritual Eſtate, neither ſhall any one that I have con- 
demned ſee any other God or Judge, but that Sentence 
which we the Witneſſes of the Spirit have paſſed upon them. 

And though you call it Preſumption, and a Thing undone 
and holden by you as nothing but Errors, falſe Judgement, 
Pride, and ſuch like, yet you ſhall find it to be as true as if 
God had judged you himſelf; for this I can boldly ſay, that 
I am as true an Ambaſſador of God, and Judge of Mens ſpi- 
ritual Eftate, as ever any was fince the Creation of the World: 
And if you Quakers and others can ſatisfy yourſelves that 
there never was any Man commiſſionated of God to bleſs and 
curſe, then you ſhall eſcape that Curſe that I have pronounced 
upon ſo many Hundreds ; and I only ſhall ſuffer for curſing 
others, without a Commiſſion from God : But I know by 
what Authority I do theſe Things, and fo I am at perfect Reſt 
as to my eternal Happineſs, in that I have been obedient unto 
my Commiſſion, which was given of God by Voice of Words, 
to the Hearing of the Ear. 


2. You ſay that I, under Pretence of a Commiſſion from 
God, have preſumed in my Imaginations, and Pride in my 
Heart, to exalt myſelf above God and Chriſt, and to take all 
pardoning Power from them ; becauſe, ſay you, that I account 
of my Sentence and Judgment, if once pronounced and paſt, 
though never ſo erroneous and falſe, that they might not be 
able to reverſe and undo the ſame : That I preſume to take all 
pardoning Power from God and Chriſt in that Caſe, be- 
cauſe I ſay no infinite Spirit of Chriſt, nor any God can, or 
ſhall be able to deliver from my Sentence and Curſe, which

Anſwer. That my Commiſſion is no pretended Thing, but 
as true as Moſes, and the Prophets, and as the Apoſtles Com- 
miſſion was; and Jobn Reeve and Lodowick Muggleton ate or- 
dained and choſen of God by Voice of Words, and com- 
miſſionated with Power as really and truly as ever Moſes and 
Aaron was. And as Moſes and Aaron were the choſen Meſ- 
VC ſengers 
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ſengers and Commiſſioners of the Law, fo likewtſeare we the 
two choſen Witneſſes and Commiſſioners of the Spirit: And 
as Maſes and Aarun were the two firſt which God choſe to gwe 
forth the Law, and to preſcribe Rules of Worſhip for the 
People of Iſracl; fo likewiſe we two, being the two laſt choſen 
Witneſſes of the Spirit, we have Power and Authority in this 
Commiſſion of the Spirit, for to declare what the true God is 
in bis Form and Nature, and what Worſhip doth belong to 
the Knowledge of the true God in theſe latter Days, which 
rcnnnot be known but by this Commiſſion of the Spirit only. 

And as for my taking of all pardoning Power from God 
and Chriſt, in this you ſhew that you have gone no further, 
nor hardly ſo far, as the Prieſts of the Nation; for you have 
got a God and a Chriſt too, and yet neither your God nor 
your Chrift hath never a Body; and in this you are worſe 
than any other Sect; for though other Sects of Religion will 
have a God and a Chriſt, yet they can find but one Body, and 
that is the Body of Chriſt ; but the Father*s Body they cannot 
find at all: But you Quakers can find never a Body, neither 
for God nor Chriſt, but your own Bodies; for you have got 
your God and 'Chrift all within you, ſo that Chriſt hath 
never a Body of his own, but is forced to make uſe of 
every . Body for his Spirit to d well in. But from that 
.Chrift which ſuffered Death in his o.w]n Body, and roſe again 
in the ſame Body, and is now in Heaven in the ſame Body, 
according to the [Scriptures ; from this Chriſt, which is the 
-only God, I ſay I have Power over all other Gods or infinite 
Spirits, 'whatfoever:z and from this Chriſt, which is God- Man, 
mo above the Stars, have I this pardoning Power and damning 
Power; neither did Itake it of myſelf, but it was put upon 
me ihy God himſelf; ſor if I had not obeyed the Voice of 
God when he ſpake to Jobn Reeve, then was he to pronounce 
me curſed to Eternity; and ſo, by my yielding Obedience unto 
The Voice of God, 1 was made Partaker of that Power, to 
vleſs and curſe to Etertity: And this is that Power which you 
fay I preſumptuouſty have exalted myſelf ; neither will God 
re this Power to any more after me, neither can any Man 
dome to the Aſſurande of the Favour of God now in theſe 
Pays, bat in bekeving that God gave this Power ate Foe

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| Reeve and myſelf; for there is no coming to know God, nor 
ſee God, but by the Faith in this Commiſſion of the Spirit: 
For I having the Keys of Heaven and of Hell, none can get 
into Heaven, except the Witneſs of the Spirit doth open the 
Gates, and fo the King of Glory may enter in; that is, the 
Knowledge of the true God, his Form and Nature, may enter 
into your Hearts, by having Faith in this Commiſſion of the 
Spirit: For God hath given me the ſame Power now as he gave 
to Peter when he was upon Earth; and what Power that was mav 
be eaſily read, where 'Chrift faid unto Peter, Upon this Rock 
will I build my Church. Alſo he did give unto Peter the Keys of 
Heaven and of Hell. Alſo he ſhould have Power to bind and 
looſe, and whoſe Sms he remitted ſhould be remitted, and 
whoſe Sins he retained ſhould be retained. What is the 
remitting and retaining .of Sins, but to forgive them their 
Sins which received bis Doctrine, and to retain and bind their 
Sins of Unbelief more cloſe upon their Conſciences, for their 
deſpiſing of the Doctrine of Chriſt, which he did teach? And 
was this any leſs than bleſſing and curſing, or opening the Gates 
of Hell and of Heaven? And yet you ſee that Chriſt gave 
this Power unto Man. You would have faid as much by 
Peter and others, .if you had been living in thoſe Days, as you 
do by me: You would have ſaid that they did it out of the 
Pride and Preſumption of their Hearts, though they had their 
Commiſſion put upon them by God himſelf, as I have now in 
.this Commiſſion of. the Spirit : And as Peter had Power to 
bind and looſe, or to remit and to retain, ſo likewiſe hath the 
ſame God given me Power to bleſs and curſe Men and Women 
to Eternity. And this is the Keys of Heaven and Hell 
for the Bleſſing of a commiſſionated Prophet, it opens the 
Gate of Heaven; that is, it opens the Heart in Love to that 
God that ſent ſuch a Meſſenger of glad Tidings of Salvation. 
So, on the contrary, the .Curſe of a Prophet, it opens the 
Gates of Hell; that is, it opens the Heart in Envy, Malice, 
and Revenge; nay, ſometimes, when the Gate of Hell is 
opened by the Curſe, it hath cauſed Revenge to inereaſe ſo hot, 
that it hath broken forth into a great Flame, the Fire of Hell 
hath been ſo hot hurning within them. This I know. by Ex- 
Perienoe, which I never did know, until the Keys. of Heaven 
ano Hell were put into wy Hands by Ce Nair: And

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by this I know what Peter's and other Prophets Power was; 
for God hath given Power for one Creature to judge another; 
and what that Man doth which hath Authority from God, God 
himſelf cannot undo it; for it is not the Light of Chriſt within 
you Quakers, nor the Letter of the Scriptures, nor God with- 
out you, that ſhall deliver you Quakers and others, that are 
under this Sentence, from that Curſe which I have pronounced 
upon you, though you call it Error, lying Divination, falſe 
Doctrine, Pride and Preſumption; but it will appear to be no 
other but the Curſe of God himſelf, though it be pronounced 
by a mortal Man like yourſelves. 

3. And as for my being ſingular in Doctrine, Knowledge, 


Judgement, and Power, above all Men, either Prophets, or 


Apoſtles, ſince the Beginning of the World, or that ſhall 


ever be hereafter, whilſt the World doth endure. 


Anſwer. This is as true a Saying as ever was ſpoken ; for 
this being the Commiſſion of the Spirit, it hath more ſpiritual 
Knowledge, Judgment, and Power, above all Men, either 
Prophets, or Apoſtles. Why? Becauſe Moſes and the Pro- 
phets did not know ſo much as the Apoſtles did, becauſe 
Moſes Commiſſion was that of the Law, under'the Title of 
God the Father; therefore the Apoſtle ſaith, concerning thoſe 
that were educated under the Law of Moſes, they were under 
a Cloud, and ſaw but darkly, as in a Glaſs; ſhewing the Be- 
nefit which came to thoſe that were under the Faith of the 
Goſpel ; for thoſe that were under the Law, they were come 
but to Mount Sina, which . gendred unto Bondage; but thoſe 
that were come unto the Faith of the Goſpel, were come unto 
Mount Sion. Now the Law of Moſes was Mount Sina, and 
the Faith of the Goſpel of Jeſus was Mount Sion; and this 
Goſpel of Jeſus, which was committed to his Apoſtles, was 
the Commiſſion of the Blood; and this Commiſſion of the 
Blood 'did' know more than the Commiſſion of the Law of 
Moſes and the Prophets did; ſo likewiſe this Commiſſion of 
the Spirit doth know more than either of them both; for 
Moſes and the Prophets had no Scriptures for to interpret or 
expound, but their own Propheſies; therefore the Ty carat 
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muſt needs know more than the Prophets did, becauſe they 
were the only Interpreters of the Law and the Prophets, and 
of their own Signs; ſo therefore their Knowledge in the Goſpel 
muſt needs be greater than that of the Law; ſo likewiſe we, 
the Witneſſes of the Spirit, muſt needs know more than either 


Prophet or Apoſtle, becauſe none can interpret the Scriptures 


but we the Witneſſes of the Spirit; and this Commiſhon of 
the Spirit did God force, and lay upon us, againſt our Wills 


and withall, he hath given us Underſtanding of his Mind in 


the Scriptures, above all the Men in the World ; which Words 
of God's I find to be true, for I do certainly know that I 
have more ſpiritual Knowledge than all the Men in the World, 
nay, I am ſure that I do know more in ſpiritual Things, than 


ever Prophet or Apoſtle did, fince the Beginning of the World; 


then of Neceſſity it will follow, that I do know more than 
any ſhall do to the End of the World, becauſe I am one of 
the two laſt Witneſſes and Prophets that God will ever ſend ; 
therefore my Knowledge, and Judgement, and Sentence, muſt 


needs be above all that is gone before me, or that ſhall come 


after me, to the End of the World; yet I am no Ways lifted 
up with Pride and Preſumption, becauſe of this Knowledge and 
Authority that God hath given me above all Men, ſince the 
Beginning of the World, to the latter End. | 


I know what 1 ſay to be Truth, for true Knowledge is 


never puffed up with Pride, neither am I, whatſoever the Seed 
of the Serpent may judge of me; for I do neither bleſs any out 
of Affections, for any By-ends, but according as I do diſcern 


their Faith in the Thing; neither do I curſe any through 


Envy or Malice, but either it is becauſe they have finned againſt 


the Holy Spirit, a Sin that is not to be pardoned, or elſe I do 


know them to be of that reprobate Seed; and ſo I know my 


Judgement is true, and according to the Tenor of my Com- 
- miſſion ; ſo that I am neither lifted up with Pride, nor caſt:

down, or troubled with Sorrow; but am very well ſatisfied in 


thoſe that go on the Right- hand, though they are but few, as 


I am with thoſe that go on the Left hand, though they be 
many; for I ſee it muſt be ſo; for God hath ſo Aeexeed it, 
and he hath been pleaſed to make it known unto me, and hen 
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made me the only Judge of the two Seeds, now- in this laſt 
Days, which is a Thing I never did deſire. | 


4. There is little of your Matter in this particular, but re- 
hearſing of my Words, only. you ſay that I, under the Pretence 
of the Commiſſion, of the Spirit, that I do preſume to exclude 
all true Witneſſes of the Spirit, and alſo all true Miniſters, 
Meſfengers and Embaſſadors of Chriſt, from the Work of 
the Miniftry, both now in this Age, and whilſt the World 
doth indure, to the End and Intent that I might ſer up my- 
ſelf alone in their Places and Stead. 


Anſtwer. That my Commiſlion of the Spirit is no pretended 
Thing, but as true as God 1s Truth, neither is there any true 
Meſſenger, Miniſter, or Ambaſſador of God in this World at 
this Day but myſelf, neither ſhall. there be any ſent of God 
after me to the World's, End; for there can be no true Mi- 
niſter except he be ſent of God by Voice of Words, to the 
hearing of the Ear, or elſe by him that is ſo authorized; 
which I know no Speakers in the World hath, neither the 
Prieſts of the Nation, which are ordained by Man, nor no other 
Sect, which, by their natural Wit, from the Letter of the 
Scriptures, doth think, becauſe they can play upon the Letter 
of the Scriptures as upon a Harp, that they are very good 
Miniſters of Chriſt, but he ſent them not: And as for you 
Quakers, which thinks the Light of Chriſt within you is 
ſufficient to make you Meſſengers and Miniſters of Chriſt, you 
are much miſtaken, for you. do but run into the Miniſtry 
before you were ſent; for the Light of Chriſt within a Man 
did never authorize any Man to be a Miniſter of Chriſt, except 
he be ordained and authorized from a God without him, or 
from a Man without him, which you Quakers do abhor to 
think that there ſnauld be any other Authority beſides the 
Light of Chriſt within you; but. you will find that the Au- 
thotity of a God without you, will be too hard for the Light 
of Chriſt, within you. | Pig 17 Lt 
Far little do you! Quakers: know what that Son of Man is, 
which John, in Revelation i. 13. ſpeaketh of, fo in the 16th 
Verſe, There went out of his Mouth a ſharp two-edged __ 
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Now this Son of Man which Fobn ſpeaketh of, was no other 


but Chriſt himſelf, and this Chriſt is the very God, and he is 


that Alpha and Omega, the firſt and the laſt, he that was dead, 
and behold he is alive for evermore; and this two-edged Sword 
that came out of his Mouth, he hath put into my Mouth, 
and that was when he ſaid, I have put the two-edged Sword 
of my Spirit into thy Mouth, to pronounce Bleſſing and Curſing 
to Eternity : Now God having put the two-edged Sword of 


his Spirit, which came out of his Mouth, and hath put it into 


mine, how will you Quakers, or any others do, to deliver your- 
ſelves from it? For 1t is a two-edged Sword, it cuts down the 
Seed of Faith, as the Wheat in Love, and makes it obedient 

unto the Commiſſion of the Spirit, and ſo they are gathered 
as God's Wheat into his Barn, which Barn is the Commiſſion 


of the Spirit; for every Commiſſion is a Shelter, or as a Barn, 


to keep the Wind, Storms, and Rain off from the Wheat : 
But on the contrary, the other Edge of this Sword, which is 
put into my Mouth, it cuts down the Tares : The Tares is 
the Seed of Reaſon, which are bound in Bundles, and caſt into 
the Fire ; for this Edge of the Sword, which is the Sentence of 
Condemnation, it cuts down many Bundles of the Seed of 


Reaſon for the Fire of Hell, to one Sheaf of the Seed of Faith 


which is gathered into God's Barn, that is, to believe the Com- 
miſſion of the Spirit. Now the Quakers, and all other Sects, 
the Speakers of them, and many Hundreds of their Believers 


beſides, are thoſe Tares which this Commiſſion of the Spirit 


hath cut down by the Edge of this Sword, which ſhall be as 
Bundles of Tares, fit for nothing elſe but for that eternal Fire, 


becauſe they have deſpiſed that their Fellow-creature ſhould have 


Power to bleſs and curſe, though God will have Men and Wo- 
men juſtified and condemned, no other Way but by Man like 
themſelves ; for it was always God's Practice to give Authority 
to Men that are mortal, to judge and condemn according to 
the Tenor of their Commiſſion, whether it be for a temporal 
Death, or an eternal Death: And this Power hath God given 
unto me, and in this Regard I am the only and alone Judge 
what ſhall become of Men and Women after Death ; neither 
ſhall thoſe that are damned by me, ſee any other God or Judge 
but me, or that Sentence * I have paſſed upon them: But

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the Bleſſed ſhall ſee that God, Face to Face, which hath ſet 


me as an Ambaſſador in his Room, and this Power, I know, 


God will never take from me, whatſoever you Quakers deny 
or teſtify againſt, TS ui 


5. There is little in this Particular alſo, but my Words re- 
peated; only this, there is ſomething concerning Dorathy Carter, 
whereas I neither ſay that Dorothy Carter, nor no Man upon 
the Earth can, or ought to judge of the Doctrine of a Prophet, 
that hath a Commiſſion from God, there being none in the 
World at this Day but myſelf, | 


Anſwer, Who do you, blind Quakers, think ſhould be the 
J udge of a Prophet that hath a Commiſſion from God? Is not 
a true Prophet the Law-giver, and ought not every one to 
ſubmit unto his Laws? Hath not a Prophet a prerogative Power 
as a King hath? Doth not a true Prophet ſtand in the King of 
Heaven's Room, as an Ambaſſador doth in the Place of an 
. earthly King? And ſhall thoſe that are to be ſubje& to the 

Laws of the King, go to try whether the King's Laws be good 
or juſt ? Nay, thoſe that are the King » Friends, ought not to 
try whether the King's Laws or Declarations be jult, becauſe 
his Friends Happinels lieth in yeilding Obedience unto it; and 
if his Friends ought not to try the King, much leſs his Enemies: 
So I ſay, though Dorothy Carter be a Friend to the Prophet 
of the Lord, that it lieth not in her Power, neither is it for her 
to try the Doctrine of a Prophet, but to ſubmit unto the Doc- 
trine and Power of a Prophet ; for therein lieth her, and all 
others Safety. And whereas you ſay, that I have excluded 
Dorothy Carter, and all other Men upon Earth, from Salvation, 
I do here teſtiſy, that ſhe is one of the Bleſſed of the Lord, 
with many others in the World at this Day; though I will not 
allow Dorothy Carter, or no other, to have Power to try a 
true Prophet's Doctrine, though they be Believers of it, that 
doth not exclude them from Salvation, but gives them the more 
Aſſurance of it, in that they ſuffer themſelves to be try'd by a 
Prophet, and his Doctrine; therefore I do exclude Dorothy 
Carter, and all Men upon Earth, in Point of Tryal or Judgment 
of the Doctrine of a Prophet that hath a Commiſſion ow 
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God, as I have; and if thoſe of the ſame Truth with a Pro- 
phet, may not try a Prophet, how will you do that are Ene- 
mies, to try his Doctrine? For it is not your quoting of the 
Leiters of the Scriptures, as you have done in two Places, nor 
the Light of Chrilt within you, that can try me; for I being 
one of the laſt Witneſſes and Prophets by Commiſſion from 
God, I am made Judge of the Scriptures, and Judge of the 
Light of Chrift within you : And how will you do, or by 
what will you try my Doctrine and me, ſeeing I am made 
Judge of the Scriptures, and of your Light of Chriſt, and 
your Light of Nature, and all that is within you and without 
you both? It is all to be condemned by me. By which Way 
then can you come to try me, and to make me appear to be a 
falſe Prophet, as you ſay is apparent enough? 


The fixth and ſeventh Things that you upbraid me with, 
that I ſay there is no eternal Life to be had but in the Faith 
of this Doctrine; and that I do preſume, under Pretence of 
my Commiſſion of the Spirit, to rob Chriſt of his Office, which 
the Father hath committed unto him, as chief Judge ordained - 
of God; with many other Sayings of mine, which hath been 
expreſt in a Letter of mine unto Samuel Hooton and W. S. 
Anſwer. That there is no eternal Life to be had now in theſe 
Days, but by Faith in the Doctrine of this Commiſſion of the 
Spirit, that is Truth, and many there is that can witneſs the 
ſame, I mean in thoſe that have heard the Sound of it, and it 
will be found to be ſo by you Quakers, and many Hundreds 
of other Sects beſides. And as for my Saying that God hath' 
made me the chief Judge in this World at this Day, that is 
true alſo, notwithſtanding Chriſt's having all Judgment put 
into his Hands by the Father ; for that is nothing to you what 
is ſpoken of in Scripture, that will do you no good: For this 
Chriſt which the Scripture ſpeaks of, is God the Father, and 
this God hath choſen and ordained. me to be the chief Judge 
in rr and eternal Things: Alſo he hath made me Judge 
of the Scriptures, as I ſaid Before; neither have I taken the 
Office from Chriſt, but he hath given it unto me, and hath 
inyeſted it upon me; W will he take it away from 2 4 
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and that you, and ſuch as you are, ſhall find, to your eternal Sor. 
row, make as light of it as you will, you ſhall not be delivered. 

The latter Part of your Letter hath little in it but repeating 
of Scripture-Texts, and ſome Paſſages or Words of mine, which 
you do invade againſt me. There is one Thing would make ons 
ſmile, and that is this, becauſe it is not written in the Scriptures 
of Truth that I Lodowick Muggleton art ordained of God to be 
the chief Judge in the World in theſe laſt Days, will it follow 


therefore that I am not the chief Judge, becauſe my Name is 
not recorded in Scriptures? If you had lived in the Days when. 


Chriſt was upon Earth, you would hardly have found his Name 
recorded in the Law and the Prophets; nay, it is the more 
probable that I am ordained the chief Judge, becauſe my Name 
is not recorded in Scripture ; for if there had been ſuch a 
Name written in Scriptures that ſhould be the laſt Prophet in 


the World; many Men would have named their Sons Lodowick 


Muggleton ; and that is the Caſe there is ſo many Fohns and 
Thomaſſes, and Jeremiabs, with many other Scripture Prophets 
and Apoſtles Names; but there is never a Lodowick Muggleton 
in all the Scriptures, and yet God hath ordained him to be the 
Judge of Quakers and all other deſpiſing Spirits. And though 


there be a general Day of Judgment, that is, a general Day 


of Execution, when Men ſhall receive the Poſſeſſion of eternal 
Happineſs, or eternal Miſery, and this may be called the Day 
of Judgment, which Chriſt ſhall judge the World with, when 
as it ſhall be ſaid, Come you Heſſed, and Go you curſed z; but the 


Judgment and Sentence they have in this Life by thoſe Pro- 
5158 Miniſters and Meſſengers of Chriſt, which he hath made 


udges for that Purpoſe, it is juſt like a Goal delivery. The 
Judges many Times condemns Men to die, yet the Execution 
is not immediately done, but at the Day appointed it is: So 
it is with all true Prophets, who are made Tadges of the ſpi- 
ritual and eternal Eſtate of Mankind ; they have their Judg- 


ment in this Life, and in the Day of Death it is put in Exe- 


ction by Death; for there ſhail be no more pleading with 
God; but this will be all that God will ſay in the Reſurrection, 
Come you bleſſed, and Go you curſed : Neither ſhall you Quakers 


and others have any other Sentence but what I have paſſed upon 
vou; and when Death ſeizeth upon you, then ſhall you enter into 


the 
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the Poſſeſſion of it by paſſing through this firſt Death, and ſo enter 
into the ſecond Death, where you ſhall remain for ever and ever. 


In the laſt Place you ſay, that I accuſe the Quakers to be 
of the Nature and Seed of the Serpent; alſo I do fay that 
the Quakers do preach from the Scriptures and Light within, 
and that Devils is caſt out, and much Good is done by them. 
And from theſe Words of mine you ſay that I confute and 
contradict myſelf, for this Quaker would fain prove, that 
becauſe they preach from the Scriptures, and Light with- 
in, therefore they are ſent of God ; for how ſhall they preach, 
ſaith he, except they be ſent ? And by Vertue of theirpreaching, 
and the Power they have received of God, Devils are caſt out, 
and much Good is done by them; and ſuch, ſaith he, are not 
of the Nature and Seed of the Serpent. 


Anſwer. As for you Quakers being the Nature and Seed of 
the Serpent, that is certainly ſo, and can be no other Ways, 
becauſe you are the very Influence of Fohu Robins ſpiritual 
witchcraft Power upon you, and the very Spirit of Antichriſt © 
doth run thorough the Bodies of the Quakers, for they do all 
of them deny a perſonal God without them, they do all of 
them deny alſo the Reſurrection of a Body, fo that they are the 
greateſt Fighters againſt God of any; for they having got 
Chriſt all within them, they are ſuch a proud, conceited, ſtiff- 
necked People, that no Body can deal with them, but this 

Commiſſion of the Spirit; and this I will ſay to you, that 
there is never a Quaker that is a Speaker, neither Man nor 
Woman, that liveth and dieth in that Principle, that can poſſibly 
be ſaved, no more than Cain and Judas is ſaved, think of 
yourſelves what you will. And do not you Quakers think, becauſe 
you, by the Letter of the Scriptures, and by the Light within 
you, do caſt out Devils, and much Good is dorie thereby, that 
you are ever the leſs the Serpent's Seed, neither doth that prove 
that you are ſent of God, but rather the [contrary ; for the 
Prieſts. of the Nation, and all other Sects of Religion, doth - 
the ſame Things; for the Papiſt Miniſtry by report hath done 
more wonderous Things in that Kind than any Quaker ever 
did, by the laying on of the Hands of the Elders, and anoint- 
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ing of them with Oil, and praying over them, and ſuch like, 

they have cured, as they ſay, Diſeaſes, and caſt out Devils, 
and other wonderous Things, and which I never heard that any 
Quaker ever did: The greateſt Things, that ever I have heard 
the Quakers do, is to find Fault with a Piece of Ribbon, or 
Gold- button, or a Bandſtring, and ſuch: like, and to poſſeſs 
themſelves with a melancholy Spirit of Witchcraft, and ſo. 
fall into witchcraft Fits, to lie humming and groaning, which 
: doth fright the Beholders; ſo inſtead of thofe merry Devils 
' which they had upon the Ranting-ſcore, where all was good, 
ling with their Neighbour's Wife, deflouring Virgins, couzen- 
ing and cheating, and deſtroying every one in their outward 
Eſtate, which did entertain them, and now that Devil is caſt 
out, now they are grown in as much extream on the other Side; 
for now they are gtown ſo preciſe and exact for Apparel and 
for Words, no Word mult be plac'd out of Joint, ſo that 
no Man can almoſt tell how to deal with them ; and this me- 
lancholy Devil hath caſt out the ranting Devil, which makes 
them ſo proud and ſtiff- necked, thinking themſelves that they 
are better than other People, when as they are worſe, for they 
are poſſeſt with the Spirit of ' Witchcraft, which makes them a 
twofold more the Children of the Devil than they were before, 
which” none can diſcover but this Commiſſion of the Spirit; 
neither did J ever hear by any which hath heard the Quakers 
ſpeak, that they did ever preach any ſound Doctrine, but only 
exhort People to heatken to the Light within them, which is 
a very low and eaſy I hing for every ordinary Underſtanding to 
comprehend; and that is the Cauſe there is ſuch a Multitude 
of; Men and Women fall into it, which if they were ſent of 
God, there would but few underſtand their Doctrine, nor 
bear their Words; for no Quaker need ſuffer any Thing for 
bis Doctrine, for that is but like other Mens; nay, there is 
not ſo much in their Doctrine, as there is in the Prieſts of the 
Nation's Doctrine, therefore the Quakers are not ſent: of God, 
no more than the Priefts of the Nation, or any other Sect is; 
for the Prieſts of the Nation, they preach from the Light of the 
Scriptures, and from the Power of the civil Magiſtrate, and the 
Quakers they. preach from the Letter of the Seriptures, and 
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out by you both, and much Good be done by you both, yet 
neither of you are ſent of God; becauſe neither of you, nor 
no other, is ſent by Voice of God without you; fo that 1 
have not cleared the — yur from being the Serpent's Seed, 
neither have I eonfuted myſelf, neither will my Judgment 
prove falſe, concerning you Quakers, but you will find it to 
as much Purpoſe as if God had faid it himſelf, notwithſtand- 
ing yau call it falſe Judgment, Pride, and Preſumption, and 
Error in Judgment, and therefore undane, and holden for 
nothing by you Quakers, and ſo forth. 

Now I have given an Anſwer to as many Paſſages in your 
Paper as is neceſſary. I have been ſomething larger than I did 
intend 3 but, becauſe others may be benefited by it, it may be 
worth the Labour; for had it been no more for others Benefit 
than for yours, I would only have ſent the Sentence unto you, 
and no more; but I having read and viewed your Paper over 
with ſerious Dcliberation, I find very little Matter or Sub- 
ſtance in it, but the repeating of my Words; but for that 
which is your own, the moſt of it is in ſpeaking Evil of thoſe 
Truths, which you have read out of thoſe four Sheets which 
was ſent Samuel Hooton and W. S. and in that Letter to Ed- 
ward Bourne, which is a elear Diſcovery to me, that you are 
the Seed of the Serpent, and that you have ſinned the Sin 
againſt the Holy Ghoſt; for that is a Thing which moſt 
Quakers do; for I find in your Paper a Multitude of blaſphe- 
mous Speeches againſt this Commiſſion of the Spirit, by call- 
ing of ti Errors, falſe Judgement, Deluſion, Pride, and Pre- 
ſumption, with many more ſuch like Expreſſions, almoſt at 
the End of every Sentence, which is enough to damn a 
thouſand Quakers, if they ſhould ſpeak but the fourth Part 
as you have done : Therefore, in Obedience -unto my Com- 
| miſſion, I do pronounce Richard Farneſworth, for this his 
curſed Blaſphemy againſt the Holy Spirit that ſent me, curſed 
and damned, both in Soul and Body, from the Preſence of 
God, ele& Men and Angels, to Eternity... 

For God hath made me the Judge of the Light of Chriſt 
within you, and of that infinite Spirit, which you call God, 
without you; for though Chriſt be the true Way, yet I am, 
as John the Baptiſt was, the Meſſenger, to prepare the Ways

and to make his Paths ſtraight ; and though Chriſt be the 
Truth, and the Life, yet I am the only Declarer what this 
Truth and Life is; and though Chriſt be the Door, yet I 
have the Key given me to open the Door to Life eternal; and 
this Commiſſion. of the Spirit is that Key of David, which 
openeth, and no Man ſhutteth ; and though Chriſt be the 
true Shepherd, which hath laid down his Life for his Sheep, 
yet I muſt be, as Peter was, I muſt feed his Sheep, and feed 
his Lambs, with that green Paſture, which is the Doctrine of 
Truth, whereby they may lie down, in perfect Reſt in their 
Minds, and rejoice in God their Saviour; ſo that they may 
leap for Joy, as the young Lambs do upon the .green Hills : 
And though Chriſt be the only true God, the King of Hea- 
ven, yet I am his only Ambaſſador; ſo that there is no 
coming to treat with him, but by receiving his Ambaſſador, 
this Commiſſion of the Spirit being it. | 
Theſe Things being ſo, how is it poſſible that you Quakers 
and others, that have deſpiſed the Commiſſion of the Spirit of 
Truth, ſhould eſcape the Damnation of Hell ?

and hath given me a Commiſſion ſo to be, as Paul ſaid in his 
Time, meaning himſelf, and the reſt of his Apoſtles : Ve, ſaith 
he, are Ambaſſadors in Chriſt's Stead, beſeeching you to be recon- 
ciled, and the like: So ſay I, that Iam an Ambaſſador in Chriſt's 
Stead, to bleſs them that are reconcil*d unto the true Faith in 
Chriſt, and to curſe and damn thole that deſpiſeth or ſpeaketh evil 
of them whom God hath ſent. So that God hath made me 
chief Judge now, to give Sentence upon Men and Women's 
ſpiritual and eternal Eſtate; ſo that J ſhall untold, as ſhort as I 
can, how I may be ſaid to be the chief Judge, and that I do 
go by as certain a Rule as the Judges of the Land do, when 
they give Judgment according to Law. Theſe two Things I 
ſhall unfold a little more clear than in thoſe Letters aforeſaid. 
Feirſt, that Tam chief Judge in ſpiritual Matters I prove thus: 
' Becauſe I do believe and certainly know, by the hn - 
| aith,

Faith, that God did ſpeak to Jobn Reeve three Mornings toge- 
ther, diſtinèt Words and Sentences, to the hearing of the Ear, 
in the Year 1651, February the third, fourth, and fifth, and 
gave hi. n x Commiſſion as he did Moſes. And Aaron was given 
to be Moſes his Mouth, ſo was Ledowick Muggleton given to 
be Jobn Reeve 's Mouth, ſo that 7obn Reeve being the Chief 
while he was living, but ſince the Burthen or Commiſſion of 
the Lord hath been laid upon me ; and as Eliſha had a double 
Portion of Eliab's Spirit; ſo have I had a double Portion of 
Revelation of the 37 in opening the Scriptures Tince John 
Rerve departed this Life. Alſo God ſaid, that he had choſen 
Jobn Reeve his laſt Meſſenger, and that he had given him Lo- 
dowick Muggleton to be his Mouth, and the next Words fol- 
lowing, that he had put the two-edged Sword of his Spirit into 
his Mouth, to pronounce Bleſſing and Curſing to Eternity, 
with many other Words which are in publick, therefore 1 
hall ſay no more of them here; ſo that John Reeve being dead, 

1 muſt heeds be chief Judge in theſe Days, neither will God 
commiſſionate any more atter me to the World's End, becauſe 
he did ſay that he had choſen us his laſt, Now I being his laſt 
choſen Meſſenger, 1 muſt needs be chief Judge of ſpiritual 
Matters, -A ben; and Women's eternal Eſtate, and what 
will become of after Death. If theſe Things cannot be 
believed by you Quakers and others, I cannot help that, neither 
doth this Power which God hath given me any ways diſhonor 
or diſthrone Chriſt of his Office of being the Judge of the 
Quick and the Dead: For God doth do much like unto an 
earthly King ; for though a King be the chief Judge of thoſe 
Kingdoms which he is King of, yet he doth commiſſionate 
ſome particular Man to be chief Judge, to be in his Stead : 
Though the King doth commiſſionate many more Judges, 

yet there is but one Particular in every Kingdom, which is 
called Lord Chief Juſtice of England, Scotland, or Ireland, theſe 
being three diſtin Kingdoms, they have three diſtinct par- 
vicular Perfons, which are called Chief Fudges, and they are fo 
by Commim̃on from the King, beſides all other Judges; yet 
_ ſee that the King, though he be Chief Judge of all his 

ingdoras, yet he ſeldom or never acts in Judgment 1 
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but dath leave it to thoſe which he hath commiſſionated for 
that Purpoſe, 

So is it with the God of Heayen, though Chriſt which is God 
and Man, be King of Heaven, and chief Judge both in Heaven 
and in Earth, in ſpiritual and eternal Matters, yet he by Com- 
miſſion doth choofe ſome particular Perſon to be chief Judge in 
ſpiritual Things, as Moſes was choſen chief Judge, and Samuel, 
and Elijab, and Eliſba, and divers other Prophets which did 
govern [/rael, that were chief Judges in the Worſhip of God 


at that Time, as there mult alſo be one particular Man that 


muſt be High-prieſt ; ſo likewiſe Peter was the chief Apoſtle, 
and ſo chief Judge; ſo that ſome particular Man muſt be Chief 
in all Places of Truſt, whether it be under a earthly King, or 
under the King of Heaven, yet no Diſhonour nor diſthroning 
either of them both. So the God and King of Heaven having 
choſen Jabn Reeve and myſelf, he hath commiſſionated me to 


be his Meſſenger, Miniſter, or Ambaſſador in his Stead, to 


ſet Life and Death before Men, even, as Moſes did to the 
People of Jrael; — as Men and Women do receive it, they 
ſhall have Life eternal abiding in them, and ſome can witneſs 
it at this Day; and as Men and Women doth deſpiſe the Doc- 
trine of Truth, declared by us the Witneſſes of the Spirit, they 
have the Sentence and Seal of eternal Death abiding in them, 
and many can witneſs that in themſelves, but that they will 
not; yet ſome few to my Knowledge hath been: forc'd to do 
it thorough the Terror of Soul : But however, it is not the 
* Fewneſs of them that do receive it, nor the Multitude of them 
that deſpiſe it, doth make me queſtion eꝰer the mbre the Truth 
of my Commiſſion z and though Chriſt be the King of Heaven, 
and the Judge of the Quick and the Dead at the laſt Day, and 


ſo he is the chief Judge, in that he can raiſe Men and Women 


again, and give the Poſſeſſion both of eternal Happineſs and 


eternal Miſery, according to that Sentence which the Prophets- 


and Apoſtles, and we, the Witneſſes of the Spirit, did paſs upon 
them in this Life; ſo that we ſee that God hath made chief 
Judges in ſpiritual Matters, we do no ways diſthrone Chriſt 
of- his Office, no more than the chief Judge of England 
doth diſthrone the King, in that his Commiſſion from the King 
will bear him out, he judging according to the Tenor 5 his 
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Commiſſion; ſo is it with me, God having made me chief Judge 
of Mens ſpiritual and eternal Eſtate, what will become of them 
after Death, and I going and judging according to the Tenor 
of my Commiſſion, I do no ways diſhonour my King, but ho- 
nour him, in that I am faithful to that Truſt which God hath 
intruſted me with, and I am very well ſatisfied in the Perform- 
ance of it; yet this | would have the Reader to know, though 
Ido own myſelf the chief Judge in ſpiritual Matters, yet this 
I ſay, that every true Believer of this Commiſſion is a Judge 
as well as I myſelf, and may upon Occſiaons, when they meet 
with deſpiſing Spirits, curſe them to Eternity, if their Faith 
be ſtrong enough to bear them up; ſo that they do not doubt. 
For if any ſhall paſs the Sentence upon another, and doubt, the 
Influence of that Sentence will return back again to themſelves : 
This I have ſeen in ſome Believers of this Commiſſion of the 
Spirit. Some again of the Believers have been ſo ſtrong in their 
Faith, that the Sentence which they have paſſed upon deſpiſing 
Spirits, it hath had as great Effect upon them it was paſſed 
upon as mine hath, and rather greater ; ſo that every Believer 
of this Commiſſion, whoſe Faith is ſtrong, is a Judge as well 
as I, though not chief Judge: But if Peoples Faith be weak, and 
not ſtrong enough to bear them out in it, I do not tie them 
to any ſuch Thing; but I could wiſh they were all ſo ſtrong that 
the Devils might be met with every where, where the Know- 
ledge of this Commiſſion of the Spitit is known and believed. 
And as the King of Earth hath many Judges in his Kingdom, 
yet but one chief Judge, in like Manner is it with God the 
King of Heaven, he hath many Judges of deſpiſing Spirits in 
ſpiritual and eternal Things, yet but one chief Judge : And as 
the Apoſtles were chicf Judges in their Time, yet the, Believers 
of them were Saints, and fo Judges. Therefore it is ſaid, That 
the Saints ſhould judge the Earth; nay, ſaith Paul, know you not 
that we ſha'l judge Angels? What is that? That is, you that 
are Believers of our Goſpel, you ſhall be made by the Power 
of Faith to judge wiſe and prudent Angel-like Men, in the 
Wiſdom of Reaſon, which came from the fallen AngePs Seed 
and Nature, indued with piercing, rational God-like Wiſdom, 
therefore called Angels. Theſe are thoſe Angels which the Saints 
in Paul's Time ſhould judge: So it is now with me, 1 pong. 
1 chic 
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chief Judge im theſe laſt Days, I have judged many wiſe Lacie 
ferian Angel-like Spirits within this twelve Years, and fo hath 
fome of the Believers in this Time judged many of theſe Angels; 
they may be called Angels, becaufe they are of the Serpent- 
Angel's Seed, and hath the higheſt Wiſdom of Reaſon in them 
which their fallen Eſtate will afford, but the weak and ſimple 
Seed of Faith muſt be their Judges ; ſo that it may be clear to 
the Reader that underſtands, that all true Believers of this Com- 
miffion of the Spirit are Judges of Men and Women's fpiritual 
and eternal Eſtate, what ſhall become of them after Death, yet 
none to be chief Judge but myſelf. 

2. The ſecond Thing is, to ſhew that I do go by as certain 
a Rule as the Judges of the Land do, when as they give Judg- 
ment according to Law: To this I ſay, that the Judges of the 
Land they have a Commiſſion firſt from the King to be

2. That God' hath given the Book of the Law, which is 
the Scriptures, into my Hand, is 4s certainly true alſo ; for the 
Scriptures are giver: into my Hands, as the Prieſt's Office was 
=_ unto the Hands of Aaron, yet every Man that read the 

iptures doth think to find eternal Life in them, as Chriſt ſaid 
to the Jews, and as you Quakers aud others doth now a- days; 
but thinking will net ſerve Turn, for almoſt all che World 
Rath no other Aſſurance of eternal Life but thinking : Zut it 
if Knowledge and Faith in the true God that gives certain AL 
farance of eternal: Liſe, which 1 ach, _ 

| ave, 
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have, in that Eſtate and Principle which they hold ; for they 
deny that Flcſh and Bone of Chriſt which ſuffered Death, to be 
now living above the Stars in that Heaven; but I have 
opened that more large in thoſe Letters to the Quakers. 

3. God hath given me to know the Law, that is, to know the 
Book of the Scriptures ; and that he hath given me more Know- 
ledge in the Scriptures than all the Men in the World at this 
Day : This I know to be Truth, and ſome others can witneſs 
it ; neither can any Man interpret the Scriptures truly but my- 
ſelf, and thoſe that have it from me, becauſe no Man doth know 
the true Foundations which the Book of the Scriptures doth 
ſtand upon, namely, the true God, and the right Devil. 

4. And according to the known Law of the Scriptures, I do 
give Sentence and Judgment of Bleſſing and Curſing to Eter- 
nity. 


_ Thus far I do proceed like unto the Judges of the Land; 


but now, as for Juries, and Witneſſes, and Accuſers, the Judges 
of the Civil Law and I ſhall differ ſomething, but not much, 
becauſe Juries and Judges are ſo bound together by the Civil 
Laws of the Land, that one in many Caſes can do nothing 
without the other; ſo that many Times there is a great deal of 


Hurt done as well as Good, becauſe the Power lyeth in them 
both; for many Times when Judges would do Right according 
to Law, yet the Jury doth prevent him, and ſo tieth his Hands: 


Likewiſe ſometimes the Jury is willing to ſhew Mercy, and do 
Right, and the Judge will not, having ſome Prejudice againſt 
that Party, and- doth overpower the Jury with his Authority 
and Knowledge in the Law ; ſo that Judgment is turned back- 
ward ſometimes, becauſe the Law lieth between two, the Judge 
and the Jury; which if it did lie always in one, then there 


would be always either true Juſtice done, or Injuſtice always 
done: Theſe Things ſome can experience which have been 


accuſtomed to the Law. | | 
2. The Judges of the Civil Law can do nothing except

there be Witneſſes or Accuſers Face to Face; the Cauſe of that 


3s, becauſe the Laws of the Land are grounded upon Reaſon, 
and the Judges of the Land are the Interpreters of the Law of 
Reaſon ;-ſo that Reaſon's Kingdom being in this viſible World, 


it-muſt proceed in the Way of Reaſon, by the Law of Reaſon,

which is the Law of the Land; for the Law of the Land can 
lay hold of nothing but what is a viſible Breach of the Law ; 
therefore the Judge moſt have a viſible Witneſs or Accuſer 
Face to Face, elſe he can give no Judgment upon the Matter; 
yet there is ſome Caſes in Law that Men are ſued at the Law, 
and condemned by the Law at a Diſtance, the Party ſued not 
being Face to Face, nor knows of it until that he be con- 
demned ; this ſome can experience; yet this I ſay, the Judges 
of the Land doth go the beſt Way in having Juries and Wit- 
neſſes that Reaſon could find out, and for my Part, I do ap- 
prove of their Way very well ; but whom God doth make 
Judges, they muſt go a naerer Way to work; for you may 
read, that thoſe Judges which God did ordain in ſpiritual Mat- 
ters, they did not call for Juries and Witneſſes, as the Judges of 
the Land do: What Jury did Maſes call for to plague the 
People of J/rael for their Idolatry? And what Jury did Elijah 
call for, when he called for Fire from Heaven to deſtroy thoſe 
two Captains and their Fifties? What Jury did Eliſba call for, 
when he curſed thoſe forty-two Children, and cauſed them to 
be ſlain by two She-bears ? What Jury did Peter call for, when 
he ſtrake Ananias and Saphira his Wife dead with a Ward. 
ſpeaking? With many more Things, which the Prophets and 
Apoſtles, which were Judges of ſpiritual Matters, have done 
without any Juries or Witneſſes, and yet they have gone by 
as certain a Rule as the Judges of the Land do when they 
give Judgment according to Law: So that I do know how 
to proceed in Judgment according to the Tenor of my Com- 
miſſion, as the Prophets and Apoſtles did in theirs, and as the 
Judges of the Land do in their Commiſſion of the Laws of the 
Land. 1 9; | CEE 

But to give a little further Satisfaction to the Reader, I ſhall 
ſhew why I do condemn Men and Women at a Diſtance, and 
yet ſamething agreeable to the Way of the Law of the Land: 
Firſt, thoſe that are condemned by me at a Diſtance, there is 
ſome of this Faith that hath heard them ſpeak wicked Speeches 
againſt me, and the Doctrine declared by this Commiſſion of 
the Spirit, and have given. me Intelligence of itz and ſo, upon 
their witneſſing the ſame, I haveſent the Sentence unto them; To 
that if the Witne's that informed me did not witneſs Truth, 
100 | Bs, then 
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then that Sentence which I have paſſed upon them ſhall be of 
no Value; which is better Judgment in ſome Kind than the 
Judges of the Land doth give; for if W. itneſſes be falſe, and ſwear 
falſly, the Judges of the Land do many Times condemn the In- 
nocent meerly through falſe Witneſs; therefore in that Regard my 
Judgment and Sentence is more certain than the Judges of the 
civil Law is, in regard I never condemn the Innocent thorow 
falſe Witneſs, for 1 ſeldom or never do ſend the Sentence to 
any, though their wicked Speeches be witneſſed unto me by 
one that is not in this Faith, though they may ſpeak Truth in 
that Thing as well as others that are of the ſame Faith with me, 

2. 1 never do pals Sentence on any at a Diſtance, except [ 
have ſome Writing from their own Hands, as I have had from 

you Quakers, and your Hand-writing is as good a Jury and 
Witneſs to me, as the Judges of the Land can have; for what 
Jury or Witneſs can be required more than a Man's own Hand- 
writing? Others again have blaſphemed againſt the Holy Spiritthat 
ſent me in my Hearing, ſo that there doth need no Jury, nor 
Witneſſes, nor Accuſers, but their own Words, for by them 
ſhall they be condemned or juſtified : For you ſee that Men are 
put to Death for ſpeaking Treaſon againſt the King, as well as 
tor acting Treaſon, ſo is it with God; for Words of Blaſphe- 
my againſt the Holy Ghoſt, is a Sin that God will never for- 
give, neither in this World ner in the World to come; yet we 
read in Scripture that all Manner of ather Sins ſhall be forgiven 
unto Men, but not that Sin; and this I fay, there is more Quakers 
guilty of that Sin than any other Set whatſoever, and for that 
very Sin have I paſſed the Sentence of eternal Death upon fo 
many of them : Fo rGod hath given me a diſcerning ts know 
whena Man doth commit that Sin, I being one of the Witneſſes of 
the Spirit, and ſo Judge of them that! know doth commit it, I 
do give Judgment and Sentence of eternal Damnation upon 
them; ſo that 1 am neither Accufer nor Witneſs in thoſe that 
are condemned at a diſtance, but their own Writings or their 
own Words ſhall be a Witneſs and an Accuſer againſt them; 
for I do accuſe no Man of Sin, but give Judgment upon them 
for their Sin: And if you call the Sentence that I paſs upon them 
. tobe an Accuſation and a Witneſs againſt chem, hen indeed 

in n that Senſe T am both Judge, eee and Wade myſelf; 


but 
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but theſe Things afore · mentioned being conſidered, will prove 
that 1 do go by as certain a Rule, when I pals Sentence of eter- 
nal Damnation upon the Bodies and Souls of Men and Wo- 
men, as the Judges of the Land do, when they give Judge- 
ment according to Law. And as the Charters and Liberties of 
England are worthy to be written in Letters of Gold, as Judge 
Cook doth ſay, becauſe of the Excellency and Juſtneſs of them, 
I fay ſo too; for I always loved legal Juſtice among Men: So 
Iſay likewiſe, that thoſe Letters which I have ſent to you Qua- 
kers, are worthy to be written in Letters of Gold alſo, that they 
might indure in the Memory of Men and Women to the 
World's End; for I am certain they will endure in your 
Memory to Eternity, | 
Vet in all this I do neither own myſelf a King, nor God, nor 
Chriſt, nor the Holy Ghoſt, nor any of thoſe Titles do I take up- 
on me; but this 1 do own mylelf to be, one of the two laſt 
Prophets and Witneſſes of the Spirit, or Meſſenger, Miniſter, 
or Ambaſſador of Chriſt, this I do own myſelf to be, and by 
the Authority of the Commiſſion I received from Chriſt, I am 
made chief Judge in ſpiritual Matters, in all thoſe that doth 
cither receive my Doctrine, or deſpiſe it: But as for others, 
that doth neither receive it, nor deſpiſe it, nor hear of it, I 
Judge them not, but leave them as God ſhall find them at the 
And whereas R. F. doth ſay, that God hath reſerved a pardon- 
ing Power in the eternal Godhead, and a puniſhing Power, to 
correct and puniſh me, and ſuch asI am : Alſo he faith, wouldſt 
thou make the eternal Power and Godhead inferior to the 
Kings of the Earth? Doth not, faith. he, the Kings of the 
Earth reſerve a pardoning and puniſhing Power in themſelves, 
beſides what they give to their Judges by their Commiſſion ? 
So, in his Concluſion of that Matter, he doth affirm that there 
is a puniſhing Power reſerved in the eternal Godhead, and 
doth therewith remain, to puniſh the Rebellious, and Obſtinate, 
and Preſumptious, ſuch, ſaith he, as I am, or, as may be read 
Heb, x. 26. with many more Places of Scriptures, . which 
would be tedious to cite. n Quo, 5 | 
I. M. Reply. That there is reſerved a pardoning Power and 
a puniſhing Power in the eternal Gadhead, that 1 do on and

believe, but the pardoning Power in the Godhead doth not 
extend to thoſe that are condemned by thoſe which God hath 
made , Judges, Why ? Becauſe thoſe Judges that God doth 
make in ſpiritual and eternal Things, they go by a certain 
Rule ; thoſe Judges doth either diſcern Men and Women to be 
the abſolute Seed of the Serpent, or elſe that they have ſinned 
againſt the Holy Ghoſt : - Theſe two Things are infallible 
Rules for God's Judges to go by; for will any one think 
that when Peter retained any Man's Sins, that God would for- 
give that Man his Sins afterwards ? Surely no: So fay I, you 
Quakers and others, that are condemned by us the Witneſſes of 
the Spirit, you will not be pardoned of God, becauſe moſt of 
you have ſinned againſt the Holy Ghoſt, eſpecially you that 
have written to me in calling the Doctrine and Declaration of 
us the Witneſſes of the Spirit, whom God hath choſen, 
anointed and ſcaled, to reveal the whole Councel of God, in 
that he became Fleſh, which is the greateſt Myſtery, in that 
we the Witneſſes of the Spirit are ſo far honoured of God as 
to be the Finiſhers of it, as 7obn Revelation, the x, doth 
ſpeak of: I ſay you Quakers have deſpiſed it more-than all 
other Men, by calling this Doctrine Blaſphemy, Error, Lies, 
and Deceit, with many other wicked Speeches, which could 
not have been ſpoken but by the Seed of the Serpent; there- 
fore I am no Ways deceived in ſaying that thoſe People called 
Quakers, that the moſt Part -of them are of the Seed of the 
Serpent, and not the Beloved of God, as you ſay; ſo that they 
and others that have paſſed the Sentence upon, will not eſcape ; 
though there be a pardoning Power in the Godhead, yet none 
of thoſe which I have pronounced Sentence upon, ſhall par- 
take of it, for thoſe Reaſons aforeſaid : For though there be a 
Power in the Godhead to do what he will, yet, when he hath 
3 his Word, he will not go back from it, becauſe he cannot 
ie: So that it is not your repeating what Power the Prophets 
and Apoſtles of old had, nor the Multitude of Scriptures which 

we have rehearſed, - that will ſtand you in any Stead, nor de- 
| liver you from that Sentence which I have paſſed upon you; 
yet in all this I do not make the eternal Godhead inferior to 
the Kings of the Earth. I do alſo acknowledge. that the 
Kings of the Earth reſerve a pardoning Power 9

ſides 
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beſides what they give to their Judges; but this J muſt fay to 
you, that it is very ſeldom known that an earthly King bath any 

ardonirg Power in himſelf, for ſuch Traitors that act Trea- 
— againſt the King's Perſon; this I ſuppoſe all Men's Experi- 
ence will witneſs, ſo that there is ſome Crimes that earthly 
Kings have no pardoning Power for in themſelves; ſo is it 
with you Quakets, you have committed ſuch a Sin even againſt 
the Holy Ghoſt, ſo that there is no Pardon in God himſelf 
not for you, no more than there is for Cain that ſlew Abel, noc 
Judas that betrayed Chriſt : If theſe be ſaved, then you ſhall, 
and remember you were told ſo by the laſt true Prophet. But if 
earthly Kings do pardon any Traitor, it is becauſe ſome 
other Perſons in great Power doth petition or intercede to the 
King for him, and ſo perhaps the King, for ſame Ends beſt 
known to himſelf, may fave Life, but keep him in Priſon all 
Days of his Life ; ſo that this cannot properly be called a par- 
doning Power, except he freely forgive him, and raiſe him up 
to the ſame Honour which he had before: But you Quakers 
have no ſuch Friend to intercede for you to the King of Hea- 
ven, now you are condemned by his Meſſenger ; for Chriſt 
will not intercede for you, for you have denied him before 
Men, in that you deny that Fleſh and Bone which he ſuffered 
Death in, and roſe again in the ſame Fleſh and Bone, and 
aſcended up into Heaven, and doth now remain there in that 
ſame Body, only it is a ſpiritualized and glorified Body, yet a 
Body: This I ſay, you Quakers doth deny, whatſoever you 
may prattle and talk of a Chriſt, yet you own no Chriſt but 
what is within you; this I know to be true, elſe I ſhould not be 
ſo jealous againſt thoſe People more than others; but for this 
very Thing, that Chriſt will never intercede for Pardon for you 
Quakers that are condemned by me; yet this I ſhall ſay, if it 
will pleaſe you, that if I be a falſe. Prophet and Witneſs, as 
you ſay I am, then I ſay, that Curſe which I have paſſed upon 


you and many others, I ſay, let it be all upon me, and you ſhall . 


all go free: But if I be true, as I know | am, there is no Poſ- 
ſibility for you nor others to eſcape. I can ſay no more in this 
Thing, but ſhall leave it to Chriſt, the Judge of the Quick and 
the Dead, to give me my Reward, according as I have been 
faithful in the Commiſſion which he hath put upon me.

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Again, it is not with earthly Kings as it is with the King 
of Heayen, for many Times earthly Kings have their par- 
doning Power, and their condemning Power, which. they 
have in themſelves, taken away from them, and ſo doth ſtand 
in Need of Pardon themſelves, and ſo all thoſe Judges which 
had their Commiſſions from the King is worth Nothing, be- 
cauſe another Power hath overcome him, and hath took it by 
the Power of the Sword ; fo that carthly Kings doth ſome- 
times ſtand in Need of Pardon and Mercy themſelves : For 
an earthly Power doth ſtand no longer than till a ſtronger 
than he doth overcome him, as may be read concerning the 
Kings of 1/rael, and others which fought againſt them, as Saul 
_ againſt King Agag, and Jebu againſt the Houſe of Ahab, and 
divers others which might be named ; and ſo in Germany, 
and many Places of Chriſtendom, and here in England, hath 
not the pardoning and condemning Power been rent out of the 
King's Hands? And fo all thofe Judges, which had their 
Commiſſions from him, are put out of their Places of Power, 
and ſo their Commiſſions is made void, and of none Effect. 
This Experience in thefe our Days hath ſhewed the Fruth of 
it z but that Commiſſion which is given of God, the King of 
Heaven, cannot be made void, neither can that Man which 
God hath made Judge of ſpiritual and eternal Matters, I ſay, 
that Man's Commiſion cannot be taken away by any but by 
God himſelf; And ſeeing that no Power can conquer or over- 
come God, the King of Heaven, ts diſ-throne him, becauſe 
he is from everlaſting to everlaſting ; and look what thoſe 
y Judges that God hath choſen, anointed, and' ſealed for that 
oſe, their Sentence is for everlaſting, and to Eternity, 
as God himfelf is. For as an earthly King's Power doth laſt 
no longer than his Life,” and not always fo long, ſo God be- 
ing for ever to Eternity, ſo will thoſe his eommiſſionated 
Judges, their Sentence be everlaſting, and eternal alſo; fo 
thar chofe Juttges, which God hath commiſfionated, even we 
' the Wirneffes of the Spirit, do go by a more certain Rule 
khan the Judges of the Land do, when they give Judgment 
according to Law); neither ean that Sentence which I have 
paſſed upon you Quakers and ethers be revoked, not as the 
| Judges of the Lands Sentence muy, through *

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Quibbles in the Law ; but no Trick nor Quibble in the Repeat- 
ing of Scripture-texts, as you have done, ſhall deliver you, 
becauſe I know the Law of the Scriptures, as well as the 
Judges of the Land do the Civil Law; and though they may, 
through Juries and falſe Witneſſes, give wrong Sentence ſome- 
times, it-is not ſo with me, for I do walk by a more infallible 
Rule than they do, when I paſs Sentence upon Men and 
Women; for it is not J uries nor falſe Witneſſes that can 
turn, or make me give Judgment contrary to Truth, becauſe 
I received my Power and Authority from the God of Truth ; 
and let Men rage, revile, perſecute, and do what they can, 
they will not be delivered from that Judgment that I have 

ed upon them; and if their Perſecution ſhould extend un- 
to Death, it will but make the Fire of Hell to burn the 
more hotter in their Souls to Eternity. 

In the latter Part of your Pamphlet you ſpake ſomething 
concerning the two Witneſſes; for, ſay you, if 7abn Reeve and 
thyſelf were Joint-Commiſſioners, and had your nded 
Commiſſion not ſeverally aſunder, but joint together, hath 
not, ſay you, the Death of John Reeve made void thy — 
tended Commiſſion, to all Intents, Conſtructions, and Pur- 
poſes whatſoever? Or if John Reeve and thyſelf did pre- 
tend to be the two Witneſſes ſpoken of Rev, xi. 3. and to 
have Power given to them, hath not, ſaith he, the Death of 
Jobn Reeve made it evident againſt you to be none of them; 
and ſo he goeth on, repeating moſt Part of the elventh Chap- 
ter of the Revelation, as if it were to be fulfilled legally as 
it is ſet down in the Letter. |

make void „Kr no more than the Death of 
Aaron did make void Moſes's Commiſſion. of the Law, nei - 
ther was the Commiſſion of the Law made void when Mo- 
Fes himſelf was dead, or taken out of this World, but ſtood 
in Full force and Vertue after that many hundred Years, and 
Was never made void until Jobn the Baptiſt and Chriſt did

Effect, to thoſe that did believe in Jeſus Chriſt, which brought 
in a better Covenant, or a better Commiſſion than that of the 
Law: So likewiſe the Worſhip of the Goſpel of Jeſus, which 
was ſet up by his Apoſtles, which was according to the Faith 
which they had in Jeſus Chriſt, his being the only begotten 
Son of God, and Saviour of them that believed; but this 


Commiſſion of the Apoſtles did ſtand. in full Force and Ver- 


tue but a Matter of three hundred Years, yet the Apoſtles, 
which were the Commiſſioners, did not live themſelves above 
forty Years after their Lord Chriſt was put to Death; muſt 
that Commiſlion therefore be made void, becauſe the Com- 
-miſſioners were all dead? Surely no. And this I further do 
affirm, that never ſince that three hundred Years there hath 
not a Man been commiſſionated from God, to be a Meſſen- 
ger, Miniſter, or Ambaſſador of Chriſt, to preach the ever- 
laſting Goſpel of Life and Salvation, until that God ſpake to 
Jobn Reeve in theYear 1631; for all Men that have exerciſed 
the Office of a Miniſter, Meſſenger, or Ambaſſador of Chriſt, 
ſince that three hundred Years to the Lear 1653, have run 
before they were ſent; for God ſent none of them by Voice 
of Words, but they have preached only from the Letter of 
the Scriptures, or elſe from the Light within, as the Quakers 
do, but have had no Commiſſion from Chriſt without them, 
though much Good hath been done by their Preaching, and a 
great deal of Hurt; but let that paſs, becauſe I have ſpoken 
of that more at large in the Interpretation of Rev. Chap. xi. 

So I ſay, though John Reeve be dead, and I were dead 
alſo, yet will not this Commiſſion of the Spirit be made 
void; for this I ſay, as long as there is Faith and Believers 
of this Commiſſion, it will not be void and loſe its Vertue, 
which I know will be to the End of the World, though 
perhaps I myſelf may be either put to Death, or die na- 
turally within few Years, yet the Faith in this Doctrine, 
which we the Witneſſes of the Spirit have declared con-

be void, reverſed, and undone, though I were dead. Alfo I 
being the laſt true Prophet and Witneſs that ever ſhall 
come, Which is more than any Apoſtle or Prophet could 
fay ; therefore, whoever ſhall truly believe theſe Things, may 
be the more comforted and revived, that Redemption 
is ſo near at Hand, when as all Tears ſhall be wiped away 
from your Eyes; and not only ſo, but you ſhall enter in- 
to the Joy of our good God and Saviour, in whom ye 
have believed, even the Man Chrift Jeſus, who is both God 
and Man, cloathed with Fleſh and Bone, who poured out 
his Soul unto Death, whoſe Blood was no leſs than the

And as for that Saying of Jacob and Eſau, the one being loved 
of God, and the other hated, when they were both in the Womb : 
To that I ſay, though Jacob was in God's Decree beloved, 
and Eſau in God's Decree hated, or reprobated ; yet this I ſay, 
they were decreed and appointed to live to Man's Eſtate, fo 
that they might both be capable of Election, and Reproba- 
tion, and not to die in their Childhood. And this I fay further, 
that if you T. T. had died in your Childhood, you ſhould 
have been ſaved, though I know you are of the Seed of the Ser- 
pent; but you being appointed to be damned to Eternity, you 
were appointed to live to deſpiſe the Living God, and blaſ- 
— againſt the Doctrine of the true God, declared by thoſe 

leſſengers whom he hath ſent. | | 

And as for that Saying of yours, As the Tree is, ſo is the 
Fruit; your Meaning is, if the Serpent be damned, the Children 
that are his Seed muſt be damned alſo: Here you ſhew your 
groſs Darkneſs and Ignorance in the Scriptures, becauſe the 
Scripture ſaith, A good Tree bringeth forth good Fruit, and an 
evil Tree bringeth forth evil Fruit, therefore you conclude that 
Children are Fruits of the Serpent, he being that evil Tree. 

5. To this I anſwer: That the meaning of the Scriptures in 

' thoſe Words aforeſaid, is not meant that Children that are be- 
aka | gotten 
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gotten and born, I ſay, they are not counted the Fruits of the 

Serpeht: For we ſee by Experience, and by the Scriptures, 

that ſometimes reprobate Men and Women, who are both of 

the Seed of the Serpent, yet the Child that is begotten by 

them, 1s of the Ele& : This I know by Experience, ſince I came 

wo _ the Scriptures, and could diſtinguiſh between the two 
eeds. 

Likewiſe it is clear by Scripture, that a faithful Man and 
Woman, they being both of them the Seed of Faith, that is, 
the Seed of the Woman ; for there is but two Seeds ſpoken of 
in Scripture, that hath begotten Reprobates, as that of Jaac 
and Rebecca, they being both of the elect Seed, yet they begot 
Eſau, which the Scriptures brands for a Reprobare : So that 
ſometimes two Reprobates may get an elect Child, one or 
more; and two of the faithful Seed may beget one or more 
Reprobates : So that Children are not called in the Scriptures 
Fruits of the Serpent-tree; for Children are Trees themſelves, 
if they live to Maturity of Age. 


3. But thoſe Motions and Actions which theſe Trees bring 
forth in their Lives and Converſations, are called in Scrip- 
ture Fruits of the Tree; if good Motions and Actions, then 
called a good Tree; if evil and ſinful Motions, then called an 
evil or corrupt Tree: For the good Tree bringeth forth good 
Fruit, even the Fruits of the Spirit, which is Patience, Meck- 
neſs, Love, and Faith in God, and ſuch like Fruits, which 
good Trees, which are Men and Women, do bring forth. So 
likewiſe the evil Tree is Men and Women alſo, and they bring 
forth evil Fruits, even the Fruits of the Fleſh, which is Envy, 
Unbelief, Perſecution, Blaſphemy againſt the true God; theſe 
ſuch like Fruits proceed from the evil Tree of the Reaſon in 
Man, and the good Fruits proceed from the good Tree, 
which is the Faith in Man : For there is but two Trees ſpoken 
of in Scriptures, to wit, the Tree of Life; ſignifying the 
Tree of Faith; andthe Tree of Knowledge of Good and 
Evil, ſignifying the Tree of Reaſon :. So that all Men, good 
and bad, are ranked under theſe two Trees; and thoſe Men 
that bring forth Fruits of Faith, as aforeſaid, may be ſaid to 


bring forth good Fruit; and thoſe Men that bring forth Fruits of 
| | Reaſon, 
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Reaſon, as aforeſaid, may be ſaid to bring ſorth evil Fruit, as 
you have done : So that what Fruits Man or Woman bringeth 
forth in their Life, being come to Age, is count-d by the 
Scriptures good or evil Fruit, and fo ſaid to proceed from a 

ood Tree, or an evil Tree, and not with any Relation to the 
Fruit of the Womb that is generated and begotten as Children. 
Therefore, when Jobn Baptiift ſaid, The Ax is laid to the Root 
of the Tree, he meant wiſe and prudent Men, who were wicked 
Perſecutors ; he did not mean that their young Children ſhould 
be h:wn down, and caſt into the Fire. 

So likewiſe when the Apoſtle ſpeaks of the Fruits of the 
Spirit, and the Fruits of the Fleſh, he tells what they both 
are; ſo that Children are not called the Fruits of the Serpent- 
tree, though they be of the ſame Seed: For Seed is one Thing, 
and Fruit is another; ſo you err, not knowing the Scriptures, 
nor the Power of God; for I never knew any Quaker give 
any Interpretation of Scr:pture, but ſpeaks the Words as they 
lie, which is the Cauſe of their groſs Miſtake of the Meaning 
of the Scriptures, and run into thoſe and ſuch like Errors that 
God fills Heaven and Earth ; from theſe Words they believe 
God is ſo big as to fill Heaven and Earth, And of that Saying, 
Know you not that Chriſt is in you, except you be Reprobates ? 
From theſe Words they ground their Faith that Chriſt is with- 
in them, and ſo will admit of no Body, or Perſon of Chriſt 
without them, nor in Heaven above the Stars; and ſo of other 
Sayings in Scripture : As that, tbat Chriſt enlightneth every Man 
that cometh into the World; but will admit of no Interpretation 
themſelves, becauſe they cannot; but are angry with others 
that can: For the Scriptures being truly interpreted, diſcovereth 
the Quakers Principles to be the greateſt Cheat and Deceit, and 
more Antichriſtian than the Pope, or any other Sect what- 
ſoever, in Matter of Religion, | 

6. You do upbraid Jobn Reeve and myſelf, becauſe we are 
in the fallen State of Adam; but you Quakers do not acknow- 
_ ledge yourſelves in that fallen State: You are not willing to 

be found in that State, for you look upon yourſelves ſo pu- 
rified by the Light of Chriſt within you, that you are become 
perfect in your own Conceit; but you know not what that Per- 
fection is the Scriptures ſpeak of? For I am ſure your Hearts 
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are not purified by Faith : How can yonr Hearts be purified 
by Faith, when as your Faith hath never an Object ? For 
your God nor Chriſt hath never a Body, nor Perſon of his 
own; but he mult be beholden to every Quaker's Body to 
reſide in, and he is every where - beſides ; therefore, what 
Faith can you have to purify your Hearts, when as no God 
can be found, but what is within you? But I ſhall ſhew what 
it is that purifies your Hearts, and what Sins you are cleanſed 
from. That which purifies your Hearts, is the Law written 
in your Sced and Nature, even the ſame as was written in the 
Angel-Serpent's Nature, before his Fall, which is no other 
but the Nature of Reaſon; ſo the Angel's Nature being in 
you, and the moral Law written in it, it hath the ſame 
Workings in you, as the Heathens had, the Apoſtle ſpeaks 
of, to wit, your Thoughts accuſing and excuſing, and the 
Motions of this Law ariſing in your Minds, you call zbe 
Light of Chriſt, when indeed it is nothing but the Light of 
the Law ; for if it were the Light of Chrift, it would make 
you to own the Perſon and Body of Chriſt without you, as 
well as to own Chriſt within you; and if you Quakers ſhould 
do ſo, your Principles would quickly fall. And as for theſe Sins 
your Hearts are cleanſed from, they are no other but ſuch like 
as theſe; that is to ſay, to keep the Hat on the Head before a 
Magiſtrate, and to find Fault with Gold Lace, and a Piece 
of Ribbon, a Bandſtring, and a Gold Button, and to rend and 
tear Gold Lace, and other Lace off their Clothes, and burn 
it, and to uſe the Language of hee and thou : He or ſhe that 
gets thee and thou perfectly, is a very good Quaker; they are 
gotten half Way to the Quakers Heaven. Theſe, and ſuch 
like Righteouſneſs, is the Quakers Perfection, and all the 
Cleanſing of Heart they have. This I know to be true; for 
I know they have no Faith to purify their Hearts, neither can 
they be juſtified by Faith, and have Peace with God; for how 
can they have Peace with God, when as they own no other 
God in a Body, but what is within them? But they will find 
het God within them to be the greateſt tormenting Devil of 
all. | w_ 

Again, I marvel how you Quakers came to make it ſuch a 
great Sin, for a Man to put off his Hat to a Magiſtrate 2 | 
| 0 
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do not remember any Place of Scripture, that it was the Prac- 
tice of Prophets, Apoſtles, or Saints. Surely your Teachers 
might have given their Diſciples a little more Liberty than 
they have ; for you Quakers do not read that the Prophets, 
when they went with Meſſages from God to the Kings and 
Rulers of Iſrael, I ſay, we do not read they went before the 
chief Magiſtrates, with their Hats on their Heads, - Likewiſe 
the Apoſtles, when they were brought before the Rulers of 
the Jews, we do not read they went with their Hats on their 
Heads. Are you Quakers certain that Paul had his Hat on 
his Head, when he ſpake for himſelf before King Agrippa and 
noble Feſtus, ſitting in the Judgment-ſcat ? Neither did Paul 
uſe the Word zhee and thou altogether to them; but gave 
them civil Reſpect, Titles of Honour, one Noble Feſtus, and 
the other Ob King Agrippa, according to the Places of Honour 
they had in this World: So that the Apoſtles did not tie the Be- 
lievers of them to the Hat on, and to thee and thou to Ma- 
giſtrates, as you Speakers of the Quakers do: Beſides, if it 
could be proved that the Prophets and Apoſtles did keep the 
Hat on, and thee and thou to Magiſtrates, yet would it be no 
Ground for you Quakers to do ſo; for God never choſe, nor 
ſent you, as he did them; God never beſtowed ſo much 
Honour upon any of you, to make you Meſſengers to Kings 
or Magiſtrates; for you are but private Men, not choſen of 
| God, as all true Prophets, Apoſtles, and we, the Witneſſes of 
the Spirit, were ; yet you, by the Light within you, will imitate 
thoſe that are choſen by Voice of Words from a God without 
us; nay, you are more impudent in your Way, than ever any 
Prophet or Apoſtle was, who were choſen of God, and made 
equal with Kings in Power from on High, yet have given civil 
Reſpe& unto Kings and Magiſtrates, they being as Gods on 
this Earth, as the Scripture ſaith, But ſeeing the Hat put 
off to a Magiſtrate, is ſuch a great Sin to a Quaker, I ſhall let 
him alone in his Righteouſneſs, and let him ſee if that Righte- 
ouſneſs will deliver him in the Day of Trouble. 

I have ſpoken ſomething more of the Hat than I thought to 
do, only to inform thoſe that ſhall fee it, that the Scriptures 
doth no ways juſtify ſuch a Practice, but it is one of the Qua- 
kers mainPoints of Doctrine [Ou hold forth, and if that 2 | 
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ſuch like Things will not ſave them, they muſt be damned; 
for their Righteouſneſs is as much in the Hat, as in the Heart: 
For I am ſure they have no true Faith in their Hearts, nor in 
the true perſonal God, the Man Chriſt Jeſus in Glory, in 
Heaven above the Stars, 
And as for us being in the fallen State of Adam, I do ac- 
knowledge and confeſs it; therefore we are redeemed by 
Chriſt's Death; for all that are in the fallen State of Adam, 
are made alive by Chriſt, and all that are not found in the 
fallen State of Adam, will certainly be damned to Eternity 
for they that did not fall in Adam, did fall in the loſt Angel, 
and ſo have no Benefit in Chriſt's Death; becauſe that Chriſt 
took not on him the Nature of Angels, but the Seed of 
Abraham ;, and Abraham was the Seed of Adam in the fallen 
State, and Chriſt redeemed him by his Death, and all his 
Seed; I mean by his Death without me, and not of his Death 
within me, as the Quakers do vainly imagine; for they own 
no other Death of Chriſt, but what is within them, whatever 
they pretend, by uſing the Words of the Scripture, becauſe 
they ſo frequently ſpeak of Chriſt's Death; but they own 
no other Death of Chriſt, nor Benefit by it, but what they 
have within them; Reſurrection is all within them. | 

I marvel why you Quakers ſhould talk of Chriſt loving his 
Church, and that by one ſuffering Chriſt hath perfected for 
ever them that are ſanctified, when as you own no Body of 
Chriſt without you; but it is becauſe you read fuch Words 
in the Scriptures, which were others Mens Words, and Faith : 
Alas, what Benefit will that be to you to aſſume to yourſelf that 
which did belong to others! For what is that to you what the 
Apoſtles ſaid to thoſe Believers at that Time? They underſtood 
what the Apoſtles meant by thoſe Sayings z for the Scriptures 
were not ſpoken to Quakers, nor given to them, neither do 
you underſtand them: The Scriptures were given to John Reeve 
and myſelf, neither doth any Man underſtand them, or can truly 
interpret them, but us two only, we being the choſen Witneſſes 
of the Spirit: For we only can unfold what the Fountain 1s 
which is open for Sin, and for Uncleanneſs ; for every com- 
miſſionated Prophet hath the Key of David given unto him, to 
open the hidden Myſteries, even the Fountain of living Water, 
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to wit, the Knowledge of the true God, and the right Devil, 
with many other heavenly Secrets hinted at in the Scriptures 
which to know is as a Fountain of Water of Life, to thoſe 
that underſtand them, 


7, We do confeſs that Adam and Eve were not capable of 
any Kind of Death, until they were both defiled with the ſinful 
Nature of the angelical Serpent. | 

To which, this T. T. ſaith, To the Glory of Truth, that ſeein 
Chriſt came to reſtore us that which Adam and Eve loſt, with 
Advantage, it muſt needs follow that the true Believers, who are 
become, even now, whilſt upon the Earth, freed from all Kind of 
Death, and ſo are not capable of any Death in their Souls, no 
more than Adam and Eve was in their Innocency becauſe the 
Scripture ſaith, that he that believes in Chriſt is paſſed from 
Death unto Life, and ſuch as abides in that Faith ſhall never 
gie, but the Spirit of Life is in him, 


Anſw. Here this Man ſhews his groſs Darkneſs and Igno- 
rance of the ſpiritual Meaning of the Scriptures ; for obſerve 
what is ſaid before, that Adam and Eve had no Kind of Death 
in them before their Fall, yet this let the Reader mind, that 
the Death they did procure by their Fall, it was but a tem- 
poral Death, and that Death God threatned them with, it was 
but temporal, though the Fear of eternal Death might be in 
them by Reaſon of the Fall; but the Death itſelf which God 
threatned upon them, was but a natural Death, neither did 
God take off, or free them from it : For Adam and Eve did die, 
yet they had the Promiſe of Chriſt made ſure to them more than 
any Quaker ever had: And yet this Promiſe of Chriſt, /o bruiſe 
the Serpent's Head, it did not free Adam and Eve from this firſt 
Death, but it freed them from the Fear of the ſecond Death, 
and from the ſecond Death itſelf, even that eternal Death. Bur 
as for a natural Death, Adam and Eve, Abraham, Tſaac, and 
Jacob, the Prophets, Apoſtles, and Chriſt himſelf taſted Death: 
For this firſt Death enters upon all, both Man and Beaſt ; but 
the ſecond Death, which is eternal, it enters upon none but upon 
the Serpent and his Seed: And this ęternal Death is that which 
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they, Adam and Eve, and their Seed, are delivered from, by 
believing in Chriſt. 

And thus we that are found in the fallen State of Adam, are 
reſtored by Chriſt, that is, we are reſtored to a better and a 
more glorious State and Condition than that of Adam in the 
State of Innocency. But you Quakers do expect no higher 
Salvation than that of Adam, but you will not paſs thorow Death 
to it, but you will attain it a more eaſy Way: For you ſay, 1: 
muſt needs follow that the true Believers who are become even now, 
whilſt upon the Earth, freed from all Kind of Death, and ſo are 
not capable of any Death in their Souls. | 

To this I fay, that Chriſt never ſaid that he would free Man- 
kind from a natural Death, nor reſtore Man to the State that 
Adam was in, but he came to ſave Mankind from eterna 
Death; therefore he ſaith, He that believetb in me ſball never 
die. And of that Saying, He is paſſed from Death to Life, that 
is, he ſhall never die a ſpiritual and eternal Death; for he is 
paſſed from the Fear of this firſt Death, to the Aſſurance of 
eternal Life: For Aſſurance in Scripture is many Times taken 
for the Thing itſelf ; but Chriſt never freed his Diſciples from 
a temporal Death, notwithſtanding they had eternal Life abid- 
ing in them. And that Apoſtle who ſaid, We are paſſed from 
Death to Life, did die a natural Death himſelf, and ſo did 
the Prophets of Old, as in the AZs it is ſaid by Peter to the 
Jeus, Which of the Prophets have not your Fathers perſecuted, 
and have ſlain, which ſhewed of the Coming of the Juſt One? 
And was not Stephen ſtoned to Death, a Man full of the Hol 
Ghoſt? Yet his Soul was put to Death, and Peter himſelf, 
and the reſt of the Apoſtles, and thoſe that believed their 
Doctrine, did not they die, or elſe were put to Death? Yet 
theſe were all paſſed from Death to Life, yet they all died a 
natural Death, or was put to Death : For it cannot properly 
be ſaid to die, if the Soul flips out of the Body, and leaves 
the Body behind, as you Quakers and many others do vainly 
imagine : So that your Ignorance in the ſpiritual Meaning of 
the Scriptures is bewrayed ; for you Quakers are the darkeſt 
Pieces to interpet Scripture, of any other Opinions in the 
World ; for you will name Places of Scripture, but never in- 
terpret any that makes all the Quakers ſo dark; for aſk them a 
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Queſtion in Scripture, they will give you no Anſwer, but 
perhaps, bid them mind the Light within them; or elſe ſay, 
it is the Fleſh that aſks, or ſuch like Sayings : So they baffle 


and trouble ignorant People, which knoweth not their Prin- 
ciples, nor the Meaning of the Scriptures. 


I thought good to anſwer theſe few Particulars, they being 
of ſome Concernment for thoſe to know, who are not well 
grounded in the Doctrine contained in thoſe Books you ſo 
much vilify and ſpeak Evil of; for I would have others to 
ſee this Writing as well as yourſelf ; for you Speakers of the 
_—_— ſeldom let any of your Believers ſee my Writings, 
leſt you ſhould loſe them by it, or your Antichriſtian Spirit 
be diſcovered by them: For none can diſcover the Quakers 
Cheat and Deceit, but us the choſen Witneſſes of the Spirit; 
for your Doctrine is altogether Antichriſtian, which doth deny 
both the Father and the Son to be in the Form, or Perſon of 
a Man in Heaven above the Stars, diſtin& of himſelf from 
Angels and Man, and any other Creature. And if you look 
but into The Neck of the Quakers broken, you may ſee. what 
you are, for that is the fitteſt Book for Quakers to look into; 
there I have had to do with ſuch like Spirits as you are, who 
have gone in the. ſame Steps of deſpiſing and blaſpheming 
againſt the Doctrine of the true God, declared by us the Wit- 
neſſes of the Spirit, as you have; for you have moſt wick- 
edly ſpoken Evil of as pure Truths as ever was ſpoken or re- 
vealed by Prophet or Apoſtle; for God hath choſen us by 
Voice of Words, as he did them, and hath given us the 
Spirit of Revelation and Interpretation, as he did them; and 
whoever deſpiſeth the Doctrine of us the Witneſſes of the 
Spirit, deſpiſeth him that ſent us, even Jeſus Chriſt the liv- 
ing God, who hath choſen us to pull down, and cut in ſunder 
ſuch Antichriſtian Devils as you are, who owneth no other 
God but what is within you, which hath cauſed you to 
blaſpheme againſt the Perſon of God without you, even the 
Man Chriſt Jeſus in Glory; for thoſe Books of John Reeve's 
Writing do own no other God but the Man Chriſt Jeſus 


in Glory, who ſpake to him three Mornings together to 
the Hearing of the Ear. 


Firſt, 
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Firſt, you have called that Voice, A Dream; you have 
called that God or Chriſt, that could not make all Things 
of Nothing, A. falſe Chriſt, a Devil: You have called the 
Doctrine of the true God, A Lie, a Deceit, Error, Dark. 
neſs, Blaſphemy, with many other wicked blaſphemous Speeches 
in the Margin of the Book, too tedious to relate ; there- 
fore, for theſe your wicked Blaſphemies againſt the holy Spi- 

rit of Chriſt that ſent, and revealed thoſe Doctrines unto 
us, I do pronounce Thomas Taylor, Quaker, curſed and dam- 
ned, both in Soul and Body, from the Preſence of God, 

elect Men and Angels, to Eternity: Neither ſhall the Light 
within you, nor infinite Spirit, which you call God, with- 
out you, deliver you from that Curſe I have pronounced 
upon you; but you ſhall know that God, the Man Chriſt 
Jeſus, hath given Power unto his Meſſengers and Witneſſes 
to curſe you to Eternity. Deliver yourſelf from it if you 
can. And if you do but read The Quakers Neck broken, 
you may ſee others of your Brethren, who have walked in 
the ſame Steps of Blaſphemy as you have, and will have the 
ſame Reward with you. That Book would have been as a 
| Looking-Glaſs for you, to ſee what your Principles are in the 
Root, and what will be the Fruit of them. |
